Dr. Houghton died unexpectedly on the morning of 
June 14, of a heart attack in Los Angeles. For several 
months he had been absent from his work at the Insti- 
tute recovering from a previous attack and severe mi- 
graine headaches. 

In the last weeks he was greatly improved and had 
even made his train reservations to return to Chicago. 
Then a second severe attack came, from which he never 
recovered. 

Dr. Houghton’s funeral, held in Moody Memorial 
Church, Chicago, June 20, was conducted by Dr. William 
Culbertson and Dr. Henry A. Ironside, pastor of Moody 
Church, assisted by Dr. Weldon Wilson, pastor of Dr. 
Houghton’s home church. Burial was at New Bethlehem, 
Pa. Dr. Culbertson took part in a memorial service 
Sunday, June 22, at Calvary Baptist Church, New York. 

Dr. Culbertson, who writes this appreciation, was ap- 
pointed acting president of Moody Bible Institute at an 
emergency meeting of the board of trustees, June 19. 














ow little we can know of the tremendous outreach of one 
H soul’s consecration to God in the hour of decision. 

Will H. Houghton was born, in God’s providence, in Boston, 
in 1887. He received his early education in New England, but 
his life of service dates from his meeting as a young man 
with Dr. R. A. Torrey in Nashville, Tennessee. 

From Dr. Torrey’s ministry in Nashville God reached out to 
touch the world through another of His servants dedicated to 
Him in that hour. 

Dr. Houghton began his ministry in the field of music, as- 
sisting Dr. Torrey in evangelistic campaigns, and later joining 
him in the work of Montrose Bible Conference in Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Houghton was used of God in pastorates in New Bethle- 
hem and Norristown, Pennsylvania; in Atlanta, Georgia; and 
in New York City. Illustrative of the way in which he was 
led of God is the story of his entering the ministry of Calvary 
Baptist Church, New York. 

Dr. Houghton left the ministry of the Baptist Tabernacle 
in Atlanta with the purpose of going into the evangelistic 
field. But prior to beginning such work, he made a trip to 
Europe together with Mrs. Houghton and her mother. Before 
the scheduled end of that journey, Dr. Houghton said to Mrs. 
Houghton that he felt definitely led of God to cut short his 
trip and to return to the United States. The impression was 
so strong, it was inescapable. Dr. Houghton did return, while 
Mrs. Houghton and her mother completed the trip. 

It was on Wednesday that Dr. Houghton disembarked in 
New York, and he found his way to Calvary Baptist Church 
that evening for prayer meeting. He discovered that Dr. J. 
Roach Stratton, pastor of the church, was ill, and before the 
meeting was dismissed, the sad news came to the congregation 
of the death of its beloved pastor. . 

The church board asked Dr. Houghton to preach the next 
Sunday; by the time Mrs. Houghton returned, she found she 
was the wife of the new pastor of Calvary Baptist Church. 

How wonderful it is to be led of God. How wonderful to 
have a heart so sensitive to the whisperings of the Lord that 
His mind is known instantly and obeyed completely. 


iL. WAS FROM A MINISTRY blessed with the dew of 
God that Dr. Houghton came to Moody Bible Institute in 
1934. All who were close enough to him to know him, knew 
how great a man of God he was. No incident more fully proves 
his greatness than the one which Mr. Erling Olsen told at the 
memorial service held for Dr. Houghton June 22 in Calvary 
Baptist Church. 

“One occasion I will never forget. It took place after he 
{Dr. Houghton] had become president of the institute. He 
Was on a visit to New York, and I had asked him to take my 
radio broadcast. After the broadcast we drove away to have

On the ride, he said, ‘You know, this job 
at Moody has broken me. I said to the Lord, “This job is too 
big for me, Lord; do Thou take over.”’ The tears showed in 
his eyes. I knew then more than ever that he was God’s man 
for the job.” 

His ministry at Moody Bible Institute was one of expansion, 
both in its departments of the work and in its outreach. We 
can look back and see how Dr. Houghton was indeed God's 
man for the task. 

We think of conference ministry, and remember with praise 
to God the influence of Bible conferences that he directed all 
over the United States and in Great Britain. Dr. Houghton 
knew men. He knew men upon whom the Spirit of God had 
come with power. Names like Bishop J. Taylor Smith and 
Lt.-Gen. Sir William G. S. Dobbie are representative of the 
men from Great Britain. Men like Dr. A. C. Gaebelein and 
Dr. Lewis Sperry Chafer, and others of great stature in the 
Bible teaching field, were those whom he called to be associ- 
ated with him from the American scene. 

It was under his guidance that the unusual and much used 
ministry of Dr. Irwin A. Moon came forward. This Bible con- 
ference ministry continues under the blessing of God.

Here Dr. Houghton’s 
sanctified business sense made a tremendous contribution to 
the effectiveness of God’s work. 

Who can evaluate the contribution which Dr. Houghton 
made to the educational work of the Institute? How good it 
was to have a man who knew men, but who beyond that knew 
God. Such a man’s counsel is of inestimable value. To a 
very large extent, the caliber of the instructors and the con- 
sequent effectiveness of their teaching, which has character- 
ized Moody Bible Institute in these days, was due to the fore- 
sight, the Christian character, and the greatness of Dr. Will 
H. Houghton. 

Not only has the impress of Dr. Houghton’s leadership under 
God been felt upon the classrooms of the Institute, but it has 
been manifested definitely through the teaching ministry of 
radio stations WMBI-WDLM. When frequency modulation 
was a phrase known to comparatively few people, the Institute 
had a license to build a station. Dr. Houghton was quick to 
give his approval to every new means of getting the gospel 
message of the grace of God out to a needy world. 

While radio station WMBI was in existence prior to Dr. 
Houghton’s coming to the Institute, yet its program was 
greatly enlarged during his presidency, and its influence there- 
fore extended in greater fashion than ever before. 

Those of us who heard Dr. Houghton on the air remember 
the messages in which he was used of God to speak to the 
nation. His heart cry that we should turn back to the Bible 
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was heeded by many. We trust that many more will heed 
that same admonition as those who follow Dr. Houghton take 
up the same cry and carry on in the power of the Spirit.

The Magna Charta of Protestantism— 
the great cause of the Reformation—was 
the right of every man to search the 
Scriptures for himself, and under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit to reach his 
own convictions of truth. 

The New Testament writers wrote in 
that spirit. John explains that his entire 
Gospel was “written that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God.” He wanted people to believe as he 
did about Christ, but only after their own

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personal investigation of the evidence. 

And we want people to believe as we 
do (on the great fundamentals at least), 
because we believe we rightly understand 
the Scriptures. But our main purpose 
should be to point others to those Scrip- 
tures on which we have based our be- 
liefs, that they may examine them for 
themselves and come personally to their 
own understanding of truth. 

What is our real aim as preachers and 
Christian witnesses—to “tell people off” 
if they don’t agree with us, or to point 
them to the Word of God with the rec- 
ommendation that they read for them- 
selves?

The Next Time You Eat 


Remember, Europe is starving. 

Vaughn Shoemaker’s cartoon, “And 
when did you eat last?” reproduced on 
page 816, is more timely today than when 
he drew it in 1942. 

Martin Niemoeller, hero of Christian 
opposition to Hitler, has written a dra- 
matic letter to Christian America, re- 
printed in the June 14 Presbyterian. We 
take the liberty to quote because of the 
indifference and ignorance even among 
Christian people, which Pastor Niemoel- 
ler sensed during his recent five months’ 
visit to America. 


“All Europe today is in a state of com- 
plete breakdown,” he says. “With few 
exceptions the nations suffer from hunger 
and obvious starvation, aggravated by 
the consequences of the worst winter for 
nearly 150 years. As far as I can see, 
there is no country in the whole of Eu- 
rope today where the situation is more 
discouraging than in Germany itself. 
The winter in Berlin has been the worst 
since 1799. 

“Despair is growing. People are being 
convinced now that the whole propa- 
ganda for democracy has been an illu- 
sion, worse even than Hitler’s propa- 
ganda. The Western powers propagated 
humane and Christian principles, and 


asserted that they were fighting for the 
validity of these principles. This faith 
has been utterly shattered, and, what is 
even worse, With this faith the trus‘ in 
any truth and humanity has been de- 
stroyed. The result is Nihilism, and the 
dying people today die cursing God and 
man. They starve in hatred and vin- 
dictiveness with a last unspoken curse in 
their hearts. It is this terrible distress 
that makes me speak and cry for help 
from my Christian brethren. 

“I am pleading: send personal parcels 
with food and personal letters to every- 
body you know. Maybe you may save 
lives in doing so; but that is not even 
my main concern. You may bring a last 
glimmer of hope into a soul in despair; 
you may help one man or woman to 
cease cursing and regain faith in God 
and man; you may become God’s mes- 
senger of Christ’s love and help people 
to die at least in peace.

To meet this crisis one large church 
group is asking all its constituents to 
give one-tenth of their food supply to 
Europe. We cannot afford to do less. 

Perhaps Mr. Shoemaker’s_ cartoon, 
clipped from the magazine and hung by 
the dining room table, will remind us to 
give, to write, and to pray.—W.W.H.

“Is” and “Becomes” 


The Bible is the Word of God. The 
Bible becomes the Word of God. 

These two brief statements sum up two 
conflicting views of the Scriptures. We 
evangelicals say the Bible is the Word of 
God. By that we mean that its original 
writings were recorded by holy men of 
God who, under the inspiration of the 
Spirit, wrote free from error, and re- 
corded the revealed will of God in its 
entirety. 

The liberal is likely to say, “No, the 
Bible only contains the Word of God, or 
only becomes the Word of God to us 
when God speaks to us through it.” 

In this the liberal has laid hold of one 
side of the truth, one which evangelicals 
are likely to forget, and elevated it into 
the whole truth. It is well for us to re- 
member that every Christian truth has 
both an objective and a subjective side. 

The liberal is only half right. But we 
are in danger of being only half right 
ourselves. Objectively the Bible is the 
Word of God. But subjectively we must 
appropriate it before it can ever be God’s 
Word to us personally. 

What’s the use in believing the Bible 
to be God’s Word if we do not make it 
our practice to read it and meditate upon 
it, so that God can speak to us?—W.W.H. 


Thinking Princetonians 


An interesting survey of the present 
interests of the Princeton University 
class of 1932 has recently been compiled. 
Maitland Edey, a member of the class, 
sent questionnaires to his 591 classmates, 
and from the first 273 answers wrote a 
report which Life magazine printed in its 
June 16 issue. 

Fifteen years after graduation, the 
class, for the most part, is a fairly well- 
to-do group of professional men, better 
educated and better paid than average 
American men in their late thirties. 
Ninety-one per cent are married, and 
they average two children to each fam- 
ily. What such a group thinks is of 
great importance in trying to feel the 
pulse of American life. 

Mr. Edey reports their interests along 
many lines, but it is their attitude to- 
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ward the church and religion that con- 
cerns us chiefly. 

Most of them retain the label of some 
church, a carry-over from their family 
or childhood, but half the class go to 
church fewer than five times a year. 
Probably thirty-seven of the class have 
never attended since compulsory chapel 
at “old Nassau.” 

Mr. Edey reports “most of them are 
just plain bored.” The language is 
archaic, dogmas are stuffy, sermons are 
dull, they say. One man summed up his 
attitude by saying, “I’m not interested 
for the same reason I’m not interested 
in stamp collecting or chicken raising.” 
In other words, the church offers him no 
challenging mental stimulation. 

It would be easy to criticize these men 
for their shortsightedness, to blame them 
for rebelling against the gospel, or to 
excuse them if they have never come in 
contact with the true message of the 
grace of God. 

Obviously, no one reason will explain 
all their attitudes; but since the ma- 
jority of the class seem to feel that Chris- 
tianity is boring and intellectually sterile, 
it would be more profitable to ask our- 
selves if perhaps we are failing to prop- 
erly challenge men and women of this 
caliber. 

It is apparent that in the great pro- 
gram of evangelism being carried on 
throughout the Christian Church only a 
few are making efforts calculated to at- 
tract thinking men and women to the 
gospel. 

Perhaps we are minimizing the place 
of thinking in the Christian life. There 
actually appears to be a fear of thinking 
among some Christians. If they were to 
express themselves they might say, 
“God’s truth is something to believe. It 
does not appeal to man’s reason, but to 
his heart. Human reason leads only to 
unbelief and skepticism.” 

This brings us to a subject that has 
been much discussed, the paradox of 
faith and reason in Christianity. And 
perhaps the fullest answer to the ques- 
tions it raises comes from the pen of one 
of the most brilliant thinkers of all his- 
tory, the apostle Paul, in his first letter 
to the Corinthians, who prided them- 
selves on their wisdom and intellectual 
superiority. 

Four cardinal truths, at least, are em- 
phasized in the Corinthian letter. 

First, human thinking is inadequate to 
find God apart from God’s own revela- 
tion. “For after that in the wisdom of 
God the world by wisdom knew not God, 
it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe” 
(I Cor. 1:21). 

Second, human thinking is distorted 
until it is brought under the control of 
the Holy Spirit. “The natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned” (I Cor. 2:14). 
This is further explained in II Corin- 
thians 4:4:. “The god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which believe 
not.” 

Unless yielded to God, our thinking 
will be distorted, perverse, selfish, and 
unprofitable. Human reason exalted 


above the wisdom of God leads to every 
form of God-denying rationalism. The 
more acute a man’s intellect, the greater 
the temptation to rely upon it to the 
exclusion of the voice of God. Perhaps 
this explains Paul’s accurate statement, 
“Not many wise men after the flesh . . . 
are called” (I Cor. 1:26). 

On the other hand, it is easy for us to 
run to this verse for cover and excuse 





ourselves from making a vigorous cam- 
paign to win men of intellect to Jesus 
Christ. 

Third, Christian faith is reasonable and 
logical. “Howbeit we speak wisdom 
among them that are perfect” (I Cor 
2:6). To a Christian, the revelation ¢ 
God is the only consistent, satisfacto 
system of truth. : 

Read Paul’s masterful and orderly 
presentation of the gospel in the Epistle 
to the Romans, and note how he defends 
it against all intellectual and moral ob- 
jections. Romans is still, nineteen cen- 
turies later, considered a master pattern 
of logic. 

No human mind is able to discover in 
the Christian faith any illogical or irra- 
tional elements. All the treasures of 
knowledge and wisdom find their com- 
plete expression in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
the living Word of God. 

Fourth, belief always appeals to ade- 
quate evidence for its support. Paul 
said, “I am persuaded,” and in all his 
writings gives evidence of having weighed 
the claims of the gospel, of having con- 
sidered every conceivable objection, and 
having been assured of its validity. 

Read his magnificent fifteenth chapter 
of I Corinthians, where he shows that 
every article of Christian faith depends 
on the fact of Christ’s bodily resurrec- 
tion. “If Christ be not raised, your faith 
is vain” (v. 17). The resurrection of 
Christ is the keystone of a great arch of 
historic facts upon which Christianity 
rests. 

Christianity is not a system of reli- 
gious concepts which men are asked to 
accept blindly without question. It is 
rather an offer of salvation through 
Christ based on solid historic facts—the 
earthly life of Christ, His carefully au- 
thenticated miracles, His bodily death 
and resurrection, to name a few. 

Every seeking individual is invited to 
investigate the record of these facts, to 
weigh the evidence, and to reach his own 
independent verdict. Faith in Christ 
rests on valid reasoning. 

Perhaps we are failing in not showing 
men, like the Princeton class of ’32, this 
fact. If they were to think honestly 
about the claims of Jesus Christ, and the 
evidence supporting those claims, they 
would be led to faith in the person and 
saving work of Christ—W.W.H.

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DON’T Live in the Past

ORGETTING those things which are 
behind...” The apostle Paul wrote 
those words as a directive for Chris- 
tian living. 

It is easy to see the value of for- 
getting past failures, once they are for- 
given, and not continuing to be defeated 
and depressed by them. The glory of 
the gospel is that Christ delivers not 
alone from the legal penalty of sin, but 
from the continuing power of it as well. 
We may “forget” and go on. We may 
start again. 

We need to learn the lesson voiced by 
Whittier when he said: 


God pity them both, and pity us all, 
Who vainly the dreams of youth 
recall, 


For of all sad words of tongue or pen, 
The saddest are these: It might have 
been. 


But Paul had in mind more than fail- 
ures and defeats when he said, “Forget.” 
He meant, “Forget the victories, the 
blessings, the accomplishments.” Too 
many Christians try to live in the pres- 
ent by feeding on the blessings of the 
past. To live in the past, even a past of

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victory, is dangerous. Our testimony for 
Christ will be damaged by the practice. 


\- LIVE IN THE REALM OF PAST 
EXPERIENCE indicates that the Christian 
is living in an unreal world. 

Millions of people seek an escape from 
reality by attending the motion picture 
theater, or by drink. The Christian, 
though he may not be guilty of these, 
may try to escape reality of present prob- 
lems by drawing too heavily on past ex- 
periences. Such a retreat is an indication 
of inability to cope with the present situ- 
ation. This, in turn, reveals that he is 
living by a principle of “struggle and 
strive,” rather than “trust and yield.” 

During their forty years of wilderness 
wanderings, Israel failed miserably in 
meeting the challenge of their present 
situation. A major factor in their failure 
was their constant crying for the past 
plentifulness of food and water they had 
had in Egypt. 

Remember how they said: “And 
wherefore have ye made us to come up 
out of Egypt, to bring us in unto this evil 
place? it is no place of seed, or of figs, 
or of vines, or of pomegranates; neither 
is there any water to drink... . And the 
people spake against God, and against 
Moses, Wherefore have ye brought us up 
out of Egypt to die in the wilderness? 
for there is no bread, neither is there any 
water; and our soul loatheth this light 
bread” (Num. 20:5; 21:5). 

Their hearts were so occupied with the 
past advantages of Egypt that they did 
not realize the value of the miraculous 
present provision. The future held no 
hope because they were living too far in 
the past. 

Even Peter was’not able to escape this 


temptation to live on past experience. 
When upon the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion, instead of letting that experience 
be an incentive toward the future, he 
wanted to preserve the memory of the 
experience by building monuments of 
commemoration. 

After the resurrection of Christ, instead 
of pressing on in the new life, Peter re- 
turned to his past occupation. He went 
fishing. If he could not have the com- 
pany of Christ, then he would live on the 
memory of past experiences with his Lord. 


‘De LIVE IN THE REALM OF PAST 
EXPERIENCE indicates a lack of progress in 
spiritual things. 

One of the key characteristics of a 
Christian is his discernment of spiritual 
things. “Now the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him: neither 
can he know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned. But he that is 
spiritual judgeth [discerns] all things, 
yet he himself is judged [discerned] of 
no man” (I Cor. 2:14, 15). 

Peter speaks of those who progress in 
the virtues of Christ by faith as being 
neither “barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. But 
he that lacketh these things is blind, and 
cannot see afar off, and hath forgotten 
that he was purged from his old sins” 
(II Pet. 1:8, 9). 

The personal privilege of every Chris- 
tian is that of walking constantly with 
Christ. Through this fellowship he 
learns new and precious spiritual truths. 
This fellowship and its accompanying 
acquisition of truth can make the pres- 
ent so blessed that the past will hold no 
attraction. 
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When the disciples returned from the 
Mount of Transfiguration and were un- 
able to heal the demon-possessed boy, 
they asked Christ, “Why could not we 
cast him out?” They had not discern- 
ment to see their own lack of faith. This 
lack of the disciples was due to their 
pride in past experiences, which thwarted 
their present spiritual progress. 


is LIVE IN THE REALM OF PAST 
EXPERIENCE indicates a lack of power in 
service and testimony. 

Continuing with the account of the 
transfiguration valley experience of the 
disciples, we notice that the frantic fa- 
ther said to Christ, “I brought him to thy 
disciples, and they could not cure him.” 
As we examine this situation it becomes 
evident that the disciples reasoned thus: 
“We have healed demoniacs before, we 
can heal this one.” 

Pride, that specter that follows all of 
us, had clutched the disciples in his grasp. 
“We're good,” they thought; “let’s heal 
this one as we have the others.” And 
they could not! They had no power. 
Their testimony was gone. 

The moment any one of us begins to 
think back on our past experiences and 
tries to live on them, our present power 
in service will be hindered. Too many 
Christians are willing to get up in a tes- 
timony meeting and tell what the Lord 
did for them forty years ago. And it 
usually sounds forty years dead, too. The 
testimony that bears fruit for Christ is 
one that is vital with present victory. 
The person who can tell what Christ is 
doing for him now in his daily experience 
is the one who is powerful for Christ. 


ie LIVE IN THE REALM OF PAST 
EXPERIENCE indicates a lack of prayer and 
application to the Word of God. 
Mueller, Hyde, and Hudson Taylor 
were men of great spiritual power be- 
cause they were in constant contact with 
God through prayer. Their continual 
experience with God was that of receiv- 
ing answers to prayer. This made for a 
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present experience that was rich with 
fruit for God. They had no time to live 
on past experience because the path of 
prayer made the present exceedingly 
pleasant. 

Great teachers and preachers like 
Bishop Moule, Griffith Thomas, and J. 
Wilbur Chapman applied themselves dili- 
gently to the Word of God. Their expe- 
riences were new and fresh every day, 
because the Word yielded up its precious 
treasures to their seeking hearts. 

Time spent in prayer and with the 
Book makes the present a thrilling expe- 
rience for any Christian. We may avoid 
the danger of living on past experiences 
by having new ones daily through com- 
munion in prayer and the Word. 


i- LIVE IN THE REALM OF PAST 
EXPERIENCE indicates we are occupied with 
the experience and not with Christ. 

The secret of a joyous Christian life 
lies in having a continual experimental 
knowledge of Christ. “To know him, and 
the power of his resurrection,” this is the 
longing of every surrendered saint. The 
object of our desire should be not an 
experience but a Person. Whether we 
walk through pleasant or unpleasant ex- 
periences, He, and not the experience, 
should be the joy of our hearts. 

Peter and Lazarus had unique miracu- 
lous experiences. Peter walked on the 
water; and Lazarus, after being in the 
tomb for four days, was raised from the 
dead. Both had experiences that no 
other human being had ever had. But 
neither of them ever spoke about their 
experiences! They spoke about Christ! 

Why talk about our experiences when 
we have our Lord Jesus Christ to talk 
about? With such a lovely Lord who 
does so much for us, how can we do 
other than talk about Him? When we 
talk of experiences, people see us; when 
we talk of Him, they see His beauty, His 
loveliness, His grace; they love Him, and 
desire Him, and receive Him. 

Let the reality of our present fellow- 
ship with Christ make impossible for us 
the dangers of living on past experiences.

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cost, Peter makes the important dec- 

laration: Christ “delivered by the 

determinate counsel and foreknowl- 

edge of God, ye have taken, and by 
wicked hands have crucified and slain” 
(Acts 2:23). Thus the fact is revealed 
that even in this cruel injustice, the 
“wicked hands of men” were but uncon- 
sciously fulfilling the “determinate coun- 
sel of God.” And the more we examine 
the great subject of human redemption 
in the light of Scripture, the more we 
become aware that long beforehand, the 
whole drama of salvation had been 
carefully planned and purposed by an 
all-wise, all-seeing God. 

Sin in Eden did not take God by sur- 


I’ HIS sermon on the Day of Pente- 
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prise. On the other hand, God’s salva- 
tion must have taken Satan very much 
by surprise. It must have seemed to the 
enemy of souls that man’s fall was ir- 
retrievable. For surely at that time he 
was ignorant of the fact long later re- 
vealed in I Peter 1:19, 20 that “Christ, 
as a lamb... was foreordained [by God] 
before the foundation of the world.” 
That is, long before there existed a 
human race to sin and need a Saviour, 
God had carefully planned the whole 
situation, and arranged that His Son 
should become the Saviour. It was all 
in fact by “the determinate counsel” of 
God, that He might make a new revela- 
tion of Himself to “men and angels.” 


= US THEN TRACE some of 
the plans and careful preparations of 
God which later led Christ up to Calvary, 


and so men back to God. 

In Proverbs 8:25-30 the scene is evi- 
dently creation as recorded in Genesis 1, 
of mountains and hills (v. 25), of earth 
and the fields of the world (v. 26), of 
clouds above and deeps below (v. 28). 
For chaos was on earth with rebellion in 
heaven, and the world was “without 
form and void.” 

Now the stage must be set and the 
scene made ready for the reception of 
man, and later, of the Son of Man. It 
was then that God, in the company of 
His only Begotten Son (“I was there” 
[v. 271), “prepared the heavens” anew, 
specially for the reception of His Son. 

But God is a spirit, and it was needful 
to the plans of God that His Son should 
become incarnate in human form. So 
the scene having been set, the announce- 
ment was made in Hebrews 10:5: “When 
he [the Son] cometh into the world, he 
saith ...a body hast thou prepared me.” 
Sublime plan! Wondrous preparation! 
For when the One by whom all things 
are and were created needed a babe’s 
body of a few pounds weight, God the 
Father graciously intervened and pre- 
pared the tiny body. 

The word “prepared” here is katartizo, 
which is translated in Hebrews 13:21, 
“make you perfect,” and in I Corinthians 
1:10, be “perfectly joined together.” It 
Was used by surgeons then to describe the 
reduction of a dislocated joint, putting it 
into “perfect adjustment.” 

What a suitable word for that body 
“prepared” for Him by the Father. What 
a body it was! How “perfectly adjusted” 
to every future need and ministry of 
God in man, the first perfect body since 
Adam’s creation, housing not man only 
but God. 

It was perfect as a babe, perfect as a 
boy, perfect as a man, and finally per- 
fect as the “one sacrifice for sins for 
ever” (Heb. 10:12). It was perfectly 
prepared and adapted for the great pur- 
pose of redemption, when He bore “our 
sins in his own body on the tree” (I Pet. 
2:24). 


Bur FURTHER CAREFUL PREPARA- 
trons had to be made. A Monarch had 
to be announced, His journey planned, 
His welcome assured before He set out. 
So John the Baptist was born by a mir- 
acle for a special purpose, and that pur- 
pose was revealed to and through his 
aged father, Zacharias: “Thou shalt go 
before the face of the Lord to prepare 
his ways” (Luke 1:76). 

So this courier of heaven was created 
and his cry in the wilderness was, “Pre- 
pare ye the way of the Lord” (Luke 3:4). 
Was not that “way” already prepared in 
the mind of God, who long before had 
foreordained Him as a Lamb? Was any 
small detail left to chance or error? 
Surely not! 

And what plans they were! How de- 
tailed and how dear to God! Caesar 
Augustus must decree the taxing that 
would entail His birth in Bethlehem; 
angels must announce His coming from 
the starry skies; shepherds and sages 
must attend the manger and the Child 
to surround Him with their incense and

The inspiring story of Vaughn Shoemaker, 


who gave God his life and became the most 


respected news cartoonist in the nation. 


ou’LL never make a cartoonist in 

a thousand years.” The art school 

director was kind, but firm. “We'll 

refund your money if you'll drop 

out and let someone else take 
your place.” 

But seventeen year old Vaughn Shoe- 
maker had no intention of quitting. He 
could see that cartooning was going to be 
harder than he had been led to believe 
by the “anybody-can-draw” ads that had 
lured him to the school; but he couldn’t 
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think of anything else he wanted to do 
with his life, and so he pleaded to stay on. 

Today, after twenty-seven years, 
Vaughn Shoemaker is among the most 
distinguished members of a highly re- 
spected profession. For twenty-three 
years he has been chief cartoonist for 
the Chicago Daily News, which syndi- 
cates his drawings to four million read- 
ers, and on May 5 he received his second 
Pulitzer prize, the most coveted award 
in the journalistic field. 


A fellow cartoonist, Harold Talburt, of 
the Washington Daily News, said of him 
recently, “Shoemaker is the only really 
great cartoonist the nation has produced 
in the last decade.” 

Yet as a child he had no inclination 
to draw. He drifted through grammar 
school and into Bowen High School, on 
Chicago’s South Side; flunked his first 
year and finished the second with little 
more success. In the summer he worked 
as a lifeguard at the 76th Street beach. 
He fell in love with a girl and proposed. 
But she gave him the shock of his care- 
free young life. “Sure, I like you, 
Vaughn,” she told him, “but you’ve got 
to show me you're going some place.” 

In a magazine somewhere he had read 
an ad, “Be a famous cartoonist.” It 
looked easy. He dug out his high school 
report card and signed up for a six 
months’ course at the Chicago Academy 
of Fine Arts. It was three months later 
when the director suggested he drop out.

But he thought of his girl. He couldn’t 


quit. 


— AFTER, he landed a job 
as an extra hand in the Chicago Daily 
News art department doing small miscel- 
laneous cartoons, and all the while im- 
proving gradually in his drawing. Then 
the unbelievable happened. The chief 
cartoonist and his assistant left to take 
other positions. The second assistant 
was called away because of illness in his 
family. 

The director rushed into the art de- 
partment. “You, Shoemaker!” he thun- 
dered. “Draw something, anything.” 
Shoemaker sat stunned. What could he 
do? He thought again of the challenge 
his girl had thrown at him. Then he 
did the only thing he knew to do. In the 
privacy of the chief cartoonist’s office he 
dropped on his knees and asked God for 
help. 

Vaughn hadn’t been on his knees for 
years, not since the days when he had 
knelt at his mother’s knee and learned 
from his God-fearing parent of the love 
of Jesus. His mother had prayed then 
for her four boys, and she had never 
stopped praying, even when they seemed 
lost to God through their wild, reckless 
abandonment. ; 

But now in his emergency—the great- 
est opportunity an aspiring young car- 
toonist ever had come his way—Vaughn 
turned in desperation to the God whom 
he had spurned. And in the years that 
have followed he has never started a 
day without first dropping on his knees 
beside his drawing board to ask God’s 
help. For Shoemaker is convinced that 
he wasn’t born with any ability to draw, 
but that God gave it to him late in life. 

He turned out a fairly passable cartoon 
that first day, but for months he strug- 
gled to hang onto his job. In the mean- 
time he married the girl who spurred him 
on, and together they faced the up-hill 
climb. 
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‘lowe ONE DAY CAME NEWS that 
Del, his older brother, lay dying in sub- 
urban Evanston of a contagious disease. 
Vaughn was the only member of the 
family who could get there in time. He 
rushed to the hospital, fitted on a mask, 
and burst into Del’s room. 

At a glance he knew his brother had 
little time to live, and he did instinc- 
tively the thing he knew he ought to do 
—he dropped beside the bed, took his 
brother’s hand and, scarcely knowing 
what he was saying, whispered, “Del, are 
you ready to meet Jesus?” His brother 
blinked in amazement. Vaughn had 
never spoken like that, but he knew what 
was meant. He had heard the story of 
the Saviour countless times from his

mother. He lay still a minute thinking. 
Then he squeezed Vaughn’s hand and 
nodded “yes.” In a minute he was gone. 

Vaughn left the hospital in a daze. He 
didn’t really begin to think about what - 
had happened until it was all over. 
“What was the power that drove me to 
my knees?” he asked himself. 

For weeks he walked as if in a dream. 
He worked in the same newspaper Office. 
There was the same scoffing, irreligious 
crowd around him. But something was 
different. God was walking with him. 
He stood it as long as he could, then one 
day he went on his knees once more, this 
time to surrender his life to God. His 
sin and worthlessness overwhelmed him, 
and he poured out his heart to the 
Saviour.

God met him. Vaughn Shoemaker has 
never been quite the same from that day.

He began to get 
better ideas. People liked his work. To 
be sure, the boys laughed at his religion, 
but they respected it inwardly. 


Tue THE TENSION OF WORKING 
and living constantly in the unfriendly 
atmosphere of unbelievers wore on his 
nerves. One day, feeling at low ebb spir- 
itually, he called a Christian buddy who 
was a city hall reporter. “How about 
lunch together?” he asked. They lunched 
at the “Y,” gave each other a pat on the 
back, and went back to work with their 
chins up. The tonic was so effective that 
they began meeting weekly. Then they 
invited their pastor along. After the 
meal he opened his Bible and shared a 
bit of its truth. 

Too good to keep to themselves, they 
asked in others. Gospel Fellowship Club, 
they called it—just an informal weekly 
luncheon where Christians in the busi- 
ness world could encourage each other, 
and bring along an unsaved friend or 
two to introduce to the fellowship of 
Christians. The idea couldn’t be held in 
check, and at the end of the first year 
eighty-five men met for an anniversary 
luncheon. 

At the same time some of these men 
were forming gospel teams, going into 
Chicago churches with a straight-from- 
the-shoulder businessman’s appeal. Out 
of the luncheon meetings and gospel 
teams, and with impetus from other 
Christian laymen, grew the first Chris- 
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tian Business Men’s Committee in Chi- 
cago, which has since spread to almost 
every large American city. Today, Shoe- 
maker, a member of both CBMC and the 
original Gospel Fellowship Club, thinks 
there need be no competition between 
them, that both serve a distinct purpose 
in promoting the gospel. 

This attitude of co-operation charac- 
terizes the man. You visit him in his 
comfortable sixth floor studio in the 
Daily News building and you come away 
with the feeling, “That’s the kind of fel- 
low a Christian ought to be.” There is 
a genuine modesty that springs from his 
conviction that whatever talent he may 
have came from God. And there’s a 
wholesome sincerity and simplicity of 
purpose about him that defies. adequate 
description, but impresses you in his 
every word and action. 

Few people know what church Shoe- 
maker belongs to, because that isn’t the 
important thing with him. He belongs 
to the whole Christian family. He’s wel- 
come in almost any church in the Chi- 
cago area, and he'll work shoulder to 
shoulder with any Christian who is in- 
terested simply in getting out the story 
of salvation. He speaks much of being 
“born again,” and if you’re born again, 
you’re his brother, no matter what theo- 
logical differences you may have on 
minor points. When you’re with him 
you wish all born-again Christians could 
work together with the same singleness 
of purpose. 

Shoemaker is just like his cartoons: 
simple and direct. There is nothing elu- 
sive about his personality. There is no 
false piety, no double standard. His car-

tooning profession integrates perfectly 
with his desire to live a surrendered 
Christian life. 


‘a WAS INEVITABLE that sooner 
or later his Christian convictions should 
appear in his daily cartoon. It was in 
1934, two days before Christmas, that he 
sat before his board groping for an idea 
for a Christmas cartoon. He had drawn 
one the week before for a Christian pe- 
riodical—a star gleaming down on 4a 
manger with the words of John 3:16 pen- 
ciled across the sky. Now no other idea 
would come to him. God seemed to keep 
saying, “This is it.” 

He prayed as he roughed in his final 
sketch of “The First Christmas. Gift,” 
stuck it under his arm, and walked into 
the editorial conference where tomor- 
row’s cartoon had to be approved. 

The editors passed his sketch around 
with cautious scrutiny. The drawing was 
fine, they agreed. But that John 3:16! 
Couldn’t something be substituted for 
it? It would offend some readers. 

Shoemaker held his ground. It was 
John 3:16 or nothing. Finally one man 
said, ‘““We’d better let the publisher de- 
cide this.” Col. Frank Knox, who had 
come from an earnest Christian home, 
listened to all the arguments against the 
cartoon, while Shoemaker continued to 
pray. Then he turned to the editors and 
said, “Let’s be sensible. If it weren’t for 
John 3:16 there wouldn’t be any Christ- 
mas. It’s a good cartoon. Run it. We 
need more like it in the News.” 

Shoemaker went back to his drawing

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What Is a Saint?

Thorough biblical answers to 
some perplexing questions 


NE of the best known and least 
understood words in the Bible 
is the word “saint.” 

It is used in translating four 

different Hebrew words in the 

original text of the Old Testament, and 

one Greek word in the New Testament. 

Often it refers to inanimate objects, in- 

dicating a “dedicated thing.” Sixty- 
eight times it refers to the sanctuary. 

But its ordinary use is of people who 
are set aside or separated unto God. All 
believers are saints, and as a group the 
saved may be designated with equal ac- 
curacy as saints, the Church, brethren, 
disciples, or believers. 

“Saint” is never used in Scripture as 
a title for an individual, living or dead. 
The ascription of the Gospels to Saint 
Matthew, Saint Mark, and so on, is not 
the result of divine inspiration, but the 
work of translators. Jesus never called 
anyone a saint. Neither Peter, nor Paul, 
nor John ever called any individual by 
that name. We do not read in Scripture 
of Saint Michael, the archangel. It is 
simply Michael, the archangel. 

All believers are called out of the world, 
and as brethren they are to do the will 
of God. They are saints because they 
are a set-apart people, to bear testimony 
to the way of life as against the way of 
death, to love light rather than darkness; 
as children of God, or sons of God, pos- 
sessing equal standing before God. 

The Greek word for saint relates to the 
adjective “holy” and the verb “sanctify.” 
All have a common root, and signify a 
“setting apart.” Thus, the term “saints” 
applies properly to all Christians and not 
to some venerated class of Christians only. 


W ws AND WHERE DO PEOPLE 
BECOME SAINTS? 

There are saints here on earth, as well 
as in heaven. In fact, people become 
saints on earth before they move into 
heaven. David wrote: “Precious in the 
sight of the Lord is the death of his 
saints” (Ps. 116:15). 

Paul addressed his letters to the saints 
at Ephesus, at Philippi, at Colosse, at 
Rome, at Achaia and other places. He

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reminded the saints at Ephesus what 
they had been (Eph. 2:1-3), and of their 
change by grace (Eph. 2:4-6), during 
their earthly life, in the place where they 
were living. 

The thoroughness of this work of grace 
is emphasized by the fact that Christ 
“hath made us accepted in the beloved.” 
The language clearly indicates that their 
acceptance need not wait for years to 
pass, nor for research to be made. 

The Epistle to the Colossians is ad- 
dressed “to the saints . . . at Colosse.” 
Paul told them: “And ye are complete in 
him” (Col. 2:10). Notice that their com- 
pleteness, like their acceptance, was not 
in themselves, nor in the councils of man, 
but in Christ. When our Lord completes 
a task there is nothing to be added by 
man. 

Saints, living on earth, are “complete” 
and “accepted.” There is no scriptural 
hint, inference or statement that indi- 
viduals become saints after they leave 
the earth, but many passages indicate 
that every believer is a saint on earth 
(Acts 9:13; Rom. 15:25). 


WY xx: IS THE STATUS OF THE 
SAINTS? 

Since saints on earth are human be- 
ings, they cannot properly be the object 
of worship. According to the Scripture, 
worship is reserved for God alone. 

If ever there were a “saint,” Paul was

one. Yet he said that he “was less than 
the least of all saints” (Eph. 3:8). In 
Acts 14 is recorded his experience in 
Lystra where he healed a man who had 
been a cripple from birth and had never 
walked. As a result of this miracle, the 
people called Paul and Barnabas divine 
beings (Acts 14:12). They brought gar- 
lands to put on their heads and offered 
sacrifice to them. But Paul said, “Sirs, 
why do ye these things? We also are 
men of like passions with you” (v. 15). 
Paul and Barnabas would not allow 
themselves to be worshiped. 

Peter had a similar experience in the 
house of Cornelius (Acts 10:25, 26). Paul 
and Peter both knew that God alone is 
the object of worship. 

From such unspeakable sins as Paul 
catalogs in Ephesians 5:3, 4 saints are to 
keep separate. The very name “saint” 
means “set apart, separate.” In godly 
separation from sin and its every ap- 
pearance they are to stand out as a clear 
witness to a wicked world. 

In this same letter, Paul told these 
saints that “they should be holy and 
without blame” (1:4). The word “holy” 
is the adjective 
form of the word \ 
translated 
“saints.” The Lord 
expects saints to 
live saintly lives, 
that is, lives sepa- 
rated from the 
customs and ways 
of unregenerate 
people. 4 

Paul testified 
that he had per- 
secuted the saints 
in Jerusalem (Acts 
26:10). Saints are 
not confined solely 
to the far-off 
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“beautiful Isle of Somewhere,” but they 
face real life and many times suffer pain 
and persecution because of their loyalty 
to Jesus Christ. 

They are to be the object of prayer. 
Paul in his letters reminds the saints at 
Colosse and at Philippi that he prayed 
for them (Phil. 1:9; Col. 1:3, 9). 

On the other hand, Paul felt his own 
need of prayer. He faced tremendous 
opposition from Jew and Gentile as he 
preached Jesus-on his three missionary 
tours. Hence, he asked the saints at 
Colosse (Col. 1:2) to pray for him, that 
utterance might be given to him (Col. 
4:1-4). 

This is striking. Paul had been in 
heaven and had seen things which he 
could not utter. But he did not ask the 
saints in heaven to pray for him in all 
of his need of prayer; he asked the saints 
living in Colosse. 

The couplet says: 

“Satan trembles when he sees 
The weakest saint upon his knees.”

Spirit are praying for those who remain 
on earth, there is no need for additional 
prayers by the saints in heaven. 


Wau IS THE COMMISSION OF 
THE SAINTS? 

We are to “contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints” 
(Jude 3). 

“The faith” is the system of Christian 
teaching found only in the Bible. Men 
in the church and out of it have attacked 
the faith. Saints are commissioned to 
contend for it. The battle is on! We 
are in a conflict that calls for the saints 
to press the battle. We must be people 
of conviction and of integrity, clad with 
the armor of God. 

“When Jude spoke of earnestly con- 
tending for the faith, he used a Greek 
word found nowhere else in the New Tes- 
tament. That word was epagonizomai. 
It is the word from which we get our 
word: ‘agonize.’ That word was used to

Dr. R. A. Torrey, in his world-girdling 
evangelistic tour, told that he was en- 
couraged by the knowledge that there 
were ten thousand praying for him as he 
preached the gospel. 

It is the privilege and duty of saints 
here on earth to pray for others. They 
are bidden to “come boldly before the 
throne of grace” with their petitions. But 
there is in the Bible not one single ref- 
erence, instance or inference that those 
who are here on earth are to ask the 
saints in heaven to pray for them. 

This is not to suggest that they are 
without representation at God’s throne. 
“We have an advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous” (I John 2:1). 
Jesus Christ “ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for us” (Heb. 7:25). Jesus Christ 
is the sole Mediator between God and 
man (I Tim. 2:5). 

Dr. Torrey said, “While I had ten 
thousand saints on earth praying for 
me, the thing that gave me greatest 
assurance was the fact that in heaven 
Christ was praying for me, too.” 

To add marvel upon marvel, Paul wrote 
to the Roman Christians, whom he had 
said were “called saints,” that the Holy 
Spirit prayed for them (Rom. 8:26, 27). 
Since God the Son and God the Holy 
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* * * 


express the idea of a contest in gymnas- 
tic games, the actual fighting against 
enemies of the state, and the struggling 
with those antagonistic to the gospel. 

“The gospel, when these men were 
writing, was being threatened by teachers 
who denied its sufficiency and who would 
contaminate its purity, and it was neces- 
sary that men redouble their efforts to 
keep the deposit divinely given. In fact, 
it has been suggested that the word 
which was used here means ‘to fight 
standing upon a thing which is assaulted, 
and which the adversary desires to take 
away, and it is to fight so as to defend 
it, and to retain it’” (Therefore Stand 
by Wilbur M. Smith). 

Saints are as definitely commissioned 
to battle for the defense of the faith as 
the service personnel in the recent war 
were commissioned to fight for the de- 
fense of flag and country. We are to be 
an aggressive people, agonizing in a 
world-wide campaign for salvation, for 
the Lordship of Christ, for the sole in- 
tegrity of the Bible, for purity of life; 
in short, for the faith. 

Saintly living is not to be merely pas- 
sive living, a negative life, doing no harm. 
Saintly living calls for active, aggressive 
defense of the things which are vital to 


the Christian faith. Unless one does 
these things, he is unworthy to be count- 
ed among the saints. Read Paul’s testi- 
mony (II Tim. 4:7). 

Paul wrote: “I bear in my body the 
marks of the Lord Jesus” (Gal. 6:17). 
Because of the constant uncompromising 
preaching of the faith, the enemies of 
Christ beat Paul, stoned him and left 
him for dead. Never did his body lose 
those marks. He bore them because, as a 
true saint, he had contended for the 
faith. Once when certain Christians 
wavered, the writer to the Hebrews told 
them: “Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin” (Heb. 12:4). 

We are prone to want to live easy lives, 
agreeing with everyone, and we are too 
often unwilling to contend for the faith. 
But the call to the colors comes today to 
Christians as clearly as it came to Amer- 
icans on December 7, 1941. 


Waa IS THE FUTURE OF THE 
SAINTS? 

The Old Testament saints were to go 
to heaven through the gateway of death 
(Ps. 116:15). “Many of the bodies of the 
saints” arose from the grave following 
the resurrection of Jesus. The only time 
the word “saints” appears in the Gospels 
is found in Matthew 27:52. 

But the New Testament revealed a 
change. Not all saints will die. Some 
will be translated. The bodies of all will 
be changed “in the twinkling of an eye” 
(I Cor. 15:51, 52). Their bodies are to be 
like the body of our Lord (Phil. 3:21). 
With this John agreed (I John 3:2). 

Some of those living were troubled 
about saints who had died. Would they 
share in the day of Christ’s manifesta- 
tion? The question was answered clearly. 
The Lord was coming with all His saints 
(I Thess. 3:13). 

How was this to be accomplished? The 
dead in Christ shall rise first, the living 
shall be caught up, all will meet the Lord 
in the air (I Thess. 4:13-18). 

Neither grave, nor sea, nor elements 
will be able to defeat our Lord’s purpose 
to grant to the saints complete victory 
over death and the grave. Shout from 
the housetops: “He is able even to sub- 
due all things unto himself” (Phil. 3:21). 

The wonder of the future of the saints 
does not end with this revelation, mar- 
velous as it is! Our Lord is to be glori- 
fied in His saints (II Thess. 1:10). He is 
coming with them, and they are to reign 
with Him (I Cor. 6:2-5; Jude 14; I Thess. 
3:13; Zech. 14:5). 

The story that Jesus told about the 
pounds seems to fit in here. The writer 
introduces the parable by saying: “And 
as they heard these things, he added and 
spake a parable, because he was nigh to 
Jerusalem, and because they thought that 
the kingdom of God should immediately 
appear” (Luke 19:11). 

Jesus said that as a reward, the two 
men were to have authority; one over 
ten cities, the other over five cities. 

What a glorious future awaits the 
saints! Human language is inadequate 
to tell the complete story. Suffice it to 
say that God will certainly reward those 
who have contended for the faith in an 
ungodly world. [Continued on page 835] 
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HEN you and I went to school, 

the first thing we learned was 

the alphabet.

And | 
because it was the foundation, the al- | 
phabet was probably the most important 
single bit of learning in our whole school 
experience. 
But wouldn’t it have been the height 
of absurdity to have continued through 
all the other seven grades, high school 
and college, each year only repeating the 
alphabet, over and over again, discussing’ 
its merits and importance—but never 
learning to use it? 


by MUCH THE SAME way that 
the alphabet is the foundation of learn- 
ing, sound doctrine is the foundation of 
orthodox Christianity. 

Every fundamental Christian church 
has a doctrinal statement to which each 
member subscribes. Believers from all 
denominations rise up in unison to de- 
clare their faith in such vital doctrines 
as the inerrancy of Scripture; the sov- 
ereignty of God; the virgin birth, sinless 
life, atoning death, resurrection, ascen- 
sion, and return of Jesus Christ; and 
eternal judgment. 

Such statements of doc- 
trine are the A B C’s of 
Christian faith. Without a 
solid doctrinal foundation, 
the faith itself would de- 
generate into an impotent jargon of

would crumble and fall. 

But it is, after all, only the foundation. 
Upon this foundation we must build the 
walls and floors and roof of a sound 
Christian testimony. Within, we must 
arrange and care for the furniture of 
worthy Christian graces. We must con- 
struct and mold and advance, growing, 
not only in knowledge, but in grace.

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‘Fee WRITER OF HEBREWS e€X- 
horts us to leave “the principles of the 
doctrine of Christ,” and “go on unto 
perfection; not laying again the founda- 
tion of repentance from dead works, and 
of faith toward God, of the doctrine of 
baptisms, and of laying on of hands, and 
of resurrection of the dead, and of eter- 
nal judgment” (Heb. 6:1, 2).

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How to Be a Good Child of God

HE INSTANT Daddy bursts into the 
house at the end of his work day, 
we greet him all around with a 
warm kiss and hug, and then I 
have to tell him what the children 
have done all day. Little Lois—only two 
years old—dried the silverware for me 
and got each kind into its proper box! 
And Danny, two months, gave me a real, 
genuine laugh, along with a world of 
charming, toothless baby grins. What 
wonderful children we have, we think! 

One of the most delightful things little 
Lois does is to go, unasked, and give her 
daddy’s leg—which must seem to her 
about as vast as a tree trunk—a big hug. 

Often I ask myself why it is that we 
love our children and delight so to have 
our love reciprocated. Chiefly, I suppose, 
it is because we “made” them ourselves, 
and we love them as a lapidary rejoices 
in his gems, or a skillful baker in her 
fragrant loaves. 

Then, we love them because we con- 
stantly see ourselves repeated in them, 
and we dream of them growing up with 
all our excellences and none of our faults. 
We love them, too, for their helpless de- 
pendence. And finally, we love them be- 
cause of their charming innocence and 
beauty—the “trailing clouds of glory” 
with which they come. 

Do you not suppose that God delights 
in His children for these same reasons— 
because He made us by the skill of His 
own hands; because He sees us mirroring 
His very image; because of our depend- 
ence; and because of the perfect beauty 
and freedom from sin that have been 
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made ours through Christ? 

And do you not think He delights in 
our simple, open-hearted expressions of 
love even more than we delight in our 
children’s? We may not only say, “Thank 
you, Lord,” but also offer effective praise 
by obedience, trustfulness, and an atti- 
tude of continual communion with God. 


W. PARENTS find ourselves 
(amazingly enough!) constantly learning 
from our children, learning what the 
human heart is really like and what are 
the most important things in life. 

We Christian parents, particularly, 
learn much of what it means to be a 
child of God. We expect our young ones 
to be good children. But are we good 
children of God? “Be ye followers of 
God, as dear children.” 

First of all, we think of obedience. As 
God told Saul, “To obey is better than 
sacrifice.” 

An obedient child may be forgiven for 
a world of shortcomings, but a disobedi- 
ent one may have all sorts of charms and 
virtues go unnoticed. Do we obey God? 
I am asked, “What am I to obey; what 
does God want of me?” I reply, “You 
have the Book of instructions. Read it. 
When you come to a command, obey it.” 

We want our children to be as obedient 
when our backs are turned as before our 
faces; but do we seek to do God’s will as 
heartily in the privacy of our own 
thoughts as we do in our overt actions? 
Of course, we never get drunk and steal 
and commit adultery. But do we get a 


“kick” out of seeing our neighbors fall’ 
into sins we’re free from? 

Do we begrudge our acquaintances 
their raises in pay, their new cars, their 
invitation to Mrs. Vere de Vere’s tea? 
Do we put on our best company manners 
for Mr. and Mrs. Moneybags, but scarcely 
find a civil word for the colored scrub- 
woman? 

Then, consider cheerfulness. 

One of the pleasantest traits a child 
can display is cheerfulness. Such a child 
busies himself here and there, chattering 
or humming to himself, content with lit- 
tle attention and simple toys. When 
things are not so placid, he accepts the 
turmoil and upset with equanimity. When 
he falls off his tricycle, he picks himself 
up and tries again. He is friendly with 
strange children. 

When others “pick on” him, he has the 
grace to laugh it off or go somewhere 
else. When reproved or frustrated or 
denied some request, he doesn’t sulk. He 
is willing to run errands and share his 
toys and books and place-at-table with- 
out fretting. He never indulges in self- 
pity. Such a child is a constant pleasure 
to his family and friends. “A merry 
heart doeth good like a medicine.” 

Can we say as much of ourselves be- 
fore God? Can we find useful, humble 
things to do for Him without perpetually 
whining to Him for “guidance” or a 
“vision”? When we stumble into sin, do 
we get up and try again? 

Can we accept the chilly scorn of the 
modernists; a crutch; a shortage of but- 
ter; a parsonage overrun with rats; a 
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reproof from an older Christian; an ap- 
parently unanswered prayer; the de- 
mands of “unimportant” people on our 
time and strength, without sulking and 
self-pity? Do we go out of our way to be 
kind and friendly with shy, unattractive 
folks? God loves them, too. 


iain AND AFFECTION are 
expected of children. 

We love our children far more than 
they can ever love us. That is the way 
of nature, and we are willing to endure 
their independence and their self-ab- 
sorption as long as we have confidence 
in their returned affection. 

God understands that we are like chil- 
dren; that we can never love Him as He 
loves us; that we must learn and grow 
and think for ourselves. But like a truly 
loving parent, He remains patient, kind, 
ready for our advances; ever tenderly 
welcoming us back to Him; ever rejoicing 
in the least expression of our love. 

An affectionate child does not shrink 
from our touch, or stiffen, or fear, or 
worry, or brood, or hesitate to bring us 
his wants. Do we become fearful, stif- 
fened, miserable, under the hand of God? 
Do we worry or brood? Or do we have 
an open-hearted, communicative, de- 
pendent attitude toward our Father? 

Are we always so gladly conscious of 
His presence that we can freely speak 
with Him, ask help, tell Him our 
thoughts, beg forgiveness for a misstep, 
or (most acceptable of all) rest lovingly 
in the warmth of His arms? Do we love 
to be busy for Him, but love even more 
just to abide in His presence? 


Flee ABOUT GOOD HABITS and 
self-discipline? 

It seems to me a mercy of God that 
one can get into the habit of doing the 
right and necessary thing and thereafter 
do it automatically without the repeated 
mental agony of decision and determina- 
tion. Teaching this to our children is 
one of the most basic and vital elements 
of parenthood. Truly, the child cannot 
be said to have come into adulthood un- 
til he has made basic good habits, phys- 
ical and mental, a part of himself. . 

Do we have good spiritual habits, such 
as reading the Bible, spending time in 
prayer; remembering those who need in- 
tercession; speaking to others about 
Christ; thinking on whatsoever things 
are true, honest, just, pure, lovely, of 
good report; helping out in the work of 
our church; avoiding worldly occupations 
and associations that. would soil us; be- 
ing content; giving God the praise for 
every good gift and ourselves the blame 
for misfortunes; daily looking for Christ’s 
return? 

If any of these things seem burden- 
some, and we have a daily struggle with 
them, we should make it our business to 
turn them into firmly fixed habits so 
that we do them without having to be 
reminded. 

Exercise self-discipline. Wise parents 
do not strip their homes of everything 
valued. Instead, they teach the little 
ones when they first begin to creep 
around the house, “No, no, mustn’t 
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touch.” 

Just so, the Lord does not remove 
temptations out of our reach; He spanks 
our fingers till we learn to leave certain 
things alone. And just as the parent 
offers a substitute, saying, “Those are 
Mother’s books; here is Baby’s book,” so 
God offers us richest compensations for 
everything we give up for Him. Thus 
discipline may seem hard, but it proves 
to be the best, most rewarding path. 
“For God gave us not a spirit of fear- 
fulness; but.of power and love and dis- 
cipline” (II Tim. 1:7, R.V.). 


A GOOD CHILD IS TRUTHFUL AND 
HONEST. 

Are we honest with God, with our- 
selves, with others, with the laws of the 
land (however unjust or foolish we may 
consider them at times)? Many offer as 
an excuse for little lapses, “But I was 
keeping the spirit of the law, if not the 
letter.” For a Christian, keeping the 
spirit of a forty-mile speed law should 
mean thirty-nine, not forty-one! Do we 
make excuses to ourselves, to our pastor, 
to God, for our shortcomings? 

A good child performs the tasks given 
him quickly, thoroughly, reliably. But 
many of us turn our pastors’ heads gray 
with our irresponsible attitude toward 
church work. “O pastor, I’m terribly 
sorry, but my cousin from Omaha 
dropped in for the weekend, so I won’t 
be able to get out the church bulletins 
this week,” we phone him. Or, “I have a 
pain in my ankle, so I can’t play the 
piano at the mission tonight.” We daw- 
dle—we put off witnessing for Christ un- 
til the opportunity has passed and the 
door is closed. We may teach a Sunday 
school class for forty-five minutes Sun- 
day morning, but fail to pray for our 
pupils, visit them, make friends with 
them, labor with them, win them. 

A good child is not self-conscious. He 
is not aware of his virtues, not constantly 
comparing himself with others, not for- 
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ever calculating whether he did more or 
received less than his due, not a show- 
off, not a braggart; never indulges in 
self-pity. 

Do we feel smug because we are saved? 
Do we think ourselves wiser than “little” 
Nancy Brown who has just been saved 
and is full of zeal, always flying around 
doing something for the Lord, but not 
accomplishing much, really? Do we fig- 
ure our tithe to the exact cent and never 
give the Lord a penny over? Do we take 
pleasure in giving glowing testimonies of 
“what the Lord has done for me’? 

Do we like to be chairman of the 
young people’s, or of the Ladies’ Aid, but 
never assistant to the head of the clean- 
up committee? Do we get our feelings 
hurt if our suggestions are ignored, our 
prayers unanswered; or if other Chris- 
tians are blessed with more money, and 
so forth? 


A GOOD CHILD IS REASONABLY 
INDEPENDENT. He learns to work with the 
tools given him, and devises ways and 
means of doing without the things he 
doesn’t have. He invents his own games 
and amusements; plays*alone happily; 
learns one lesson or skill and goes on to 
the next. He doesn’t come crying for 
help or guidance until he has first made 
a good try by himself. He climbs on a 
chair to get the things he wants off a 
high shelf. : 

Many Christians emphasize the verses 
pointing to our utter dependence upon 
the power of the Spirit, to the exclusion 
of those which direct us to work with a 
will. It is as bad a fault to pray when 
we should be out working, as it is to 
work when we should be praying. David 
“smote ... and took... and smote... 
and took,” and “God gave the victory” 
(II Sam. 8:1-6). A good child preserves 
a balance between loving dependence and 
self-reliance. 

Finally, a maturing child increasingly 
takes an interest in the future. He is 
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willing to accept reasoning instead of a 
desired object. “We'll wait until Daddy 
comes home,” or “No candy until after 


supper.” He begins to prepare ahead for 
Christmas. He saves money for a de- 
sired toy. 


Later, he learns to study his lessons in 
order to be prepared when school hour 
rolls around, and he has some glimmer- 
ings of the long-time value of what he 
learns. He dreams, plans ahead, pre- 
pares, works toward and awaits ever 
more remote joys. 

We Christians, if we are mature, have 
our affections set on things above, and 
constantly dream, plan, prepare, work 
toward, and await our heavenly future.

L. WAS THE SABBATH. The mis- 
sion hall was packed with sweating hu- 
manity, Christian Zulus, in their garb of 
Christianity, European clothes—rather a 
strange badge of fellowship, and far less 
sensible in that humid climate than the 
light, loose apparel of the savage. On 
the platform sat Pastor Nodola, in all 
the glory of his Sunday outfit—black 
suit and starched white minister’s collar. 
By his side sat Mazabuka, looking curi- 
ously plebian in a blue serge suit and a 
collar and tie. 

Nodola’s face was alight, and when he 
rose his strong white teeth gleamed daz- 
zlingly in his honest black face. “We 
have much cause to praise God this day,” 
he said, “for He has brought one of His 
wandering children into the fold.” 

A stir went through the congregation 
and their black eyes opened widely. 
Mazabuka shifted uneasily under the 
battery of a hundred pairs of eyes. But 
true Zulu as he was, his embarrassment 
was only momentary; he ‘kept his poise 
and dignity at all times. 

The pastor stopped suddenly and dra- 
matically, fixing his grave eyes on his 
congregation. Then, still abruptly, “Ma- 
zabuka shall speak for himself!” and he 
sat down. 

Mazabuka rose readily and stood fac- 
ing that sea of black faces with confi- 
dence. His people were natural-born 
orators, and he was no exception. He 
paused awhile, then began. 

“Children,” he said, tensely, “you know 


me. Son of pagan ancestors, I deter- 
mined to follow along the paths trod by 
my fathers. I indulged in the same 
taboos as they did; I feared the same 
evil spirits; I sought the same witch 
doctors; I believed in the same fetishes.” 

Again he waited. Then turning, he 
indicated the pastor. “But our teacher 
here had better thoughts of me. He saw 
that I was living in the dark of a win- 
ter night, and he wanted to bring me to 
the sunrising.” He swallowed hard. “But 
his efforts were in vain. ‘Then God 
stepped in.” 

His audience grew as silent as the 
tomb. “A few nights ago He spoke to 
me.”

THREE WORLDS 

There are three Greek words translated 
by the single word “world” in the New 
Testament—xécpos (Kosmos), gidy (aidn), 
and olxovpevn (Oikoumené). 

Kosmos in its classical meaning meant 
“order, an ordered system,” as opposed to 
lack of order, chaos. In the New Testa- 
ment the word refers to the sum total of 
what God has created (John 17:5); to 
humanity as it manifests itself in and 
through such an order (John 3:16); that 
order of things which is alienated from 
God, and acting in opposition to Him and 
to His revelation (I John 2:15-17), name- 
ly, the world system of evil, of which 
Satan is the head, the unsaved of the 
human race, his servants, together with 
those places, pursuits, pleasures, and pur- 
poses where God is not wanted. 

Aion, coming from aid, “to breathe,” 
means “a space or period of time,” espe- 
cially, “a lifetime, life.” It also means 
“a long space of time, eternity, forever.” 
Inasmuch as it signifies time, it comes to 
signify all that exists in the world under 
conditions of time, and then, in an 
ethical sense, the course and current of 
this world’s affairs. 

Trench defines the word: “All that 
floating mass of thoughts, opinions, max- 
ims, speculations, hopes, impulses, aims, 
aspirations, at any time current in the 
world, which it may be impossible to 
seize and accurately define, but which 
constitutes a most real and effective 
power, being the moral or immoral at- 
mosphere which at every moment of our 
lives we inhale, again inevitably to ex- 
hale.” 

Bengel says that aidn is “the subtle 
informing spirit of the Kosmos, or world 
of men who are living alienated and apart 
from God.” The kosmos refers there- 
fore to a system of evil of any age or 
dispensation, aidn, the particular mani- 
festation of the Kosmos in any given 
period of time. 

Oikoumené, from meno “to remain,” 
and oikos, “home,” refers in the New 
Testament to the inhabited earth, the 
Roman empire. 

Aion is translated “world” in the fol- 
lowing places where it would be better to 
translate it by the word “age”: Matthew 
12:32; 13:22, 39, 40, 49; 24:3; 28:20; Mark 
4:19; 10:30; Luke 1:70; 16:8; 18:30; 20:34, 
35; John 9:32; Acts 3:21; 15:18; Romans 
12:2; I Corinthians 1:20; 2:6, 7, 8; 3:18; 
10:11; It Corinthians 4:4; Galatians 1:4; 
Ephesians 1:21; 2:2; 3:9, 21; 6:12; I Tim- 
othy 6:17; II Timothy 4:10; Titus 2:12; 
Hebrews 1:2; 6:5; 9:26; 11:3. 

In Luke 1:70; John 9:32; Acts 3:21; 
15:18; Ephesians 3:9, 21, the word is used 
to specify time as such. In Hebrews 1:2; 
11:3, the word refers to the created uni- 
verse and the periods of time as admin-

LETTER FROM INDO-CHINA 
\ J arrived in Indo-China by air from 

Singapore on January 22 and found 
the country in a state of war. Saigon 
and other cities are now safe, although 
fighting goes on around at night; but in 
the country it is unsafe to travel. Our 
godds were delayed leaving New York, 
and it was not until April 27 that we re- 
ceived them and had them pass customs. 
I had already been up country alone, 
while Mrs. Smith and the boys stayed in 
Saigon. 

Then we drove our Dodge and box 
trailer to Banmethuot and had quite a 
trip. It was a question whether to go 
alone or with a military convoy. The 
convoys are usually attacked and lives 
are lost, so we thought it safer to tie a 
United States flag on a bamboo pole on 
the front of the car and make a dash for 
it alone through the one hundred miles 
of viet min [insurgent] country. We drove 
at sixty whenever possible, just fast 
enough (?) to miss any bullets that 
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might come our way, but we had no 
trouble. 

Then we hit the two-hundred-mile jun- 
gle road, where there are no houses or 
villages nearby. Although safe from the 
viet min, we had lots of fun cutting 
through fallen trees. Our trailer hitch 
broke and had to be roped up every few 
miles. Near Banmethuot a terrific storm 
broke and it rained so hard I couldn’t 
see ahead. As I stopped, a tree crashed 
across the road in front of us, not fifteen 
feet ahead. A hundred yards behind us 
another tree fell. So we were blocked 
in. I drove back and forth watching for 
more falling trees, but no more fell. 
Truly the Lord was with us that day and 
protected us and our nice blue Dodge. 

These months have been mainly taken 
up with reorganization, building, and 
gathering the Christians and preachers 
together. Our tribal area is quite calm, 
and we can work unhindered. We have 
built a new long-house for passing guests 
and Christians, and have hauled a lot of 


wood from an old house we bought out 
of town to go toward erecting a Bible 
school. Then we had to build a hangar 
of grass thatch and bamboo and logs 
dragged by elephant from the jungle, and 
we had to cut out a fourteen-hundred- 
foot airstrip. 

We have surely been aware of the 
prayers of God’s people at home, for the 
doors have never been so open, and the 
opportunities are so overwhelming that 
we wish we could multiply ourselves a 
dozen times. The officials are all ex- 
ceedingly helpful, and there is no limit 
to what can be done to spread the gos- 
pel, so far as they are concerned. 

Our boxed plane was the last thing to 
be discharged from the American ship 
that brought our stuff from New York. 
The R.A.F. men who have charge of 
servicing British planes going through 
Saigon kindly hauled the huge box on 
their truck and out to their hangar on 
the airfield. When I came down to 
Saigon this week on the weekly plane

I was following our usual 
procedure of playing records and an- 
nouncing services by means of the ampli- 
fier. The local church overseer asked, 
as he touched my arm, “Bwana, will that 
machine speak the words of the pyg- 
mies?” 

“Brother,” I replied, “it can talk any- 
thing you pour into it. Do you know the 
language of the pygmies?” 

When he said that he did, we began 
to announce over the amplifier: “Greet- 
ings to all of you down there in the for- 
est. God loves you pygmies very much. 
He sent His Son to die on the cross for 
your sins. He wants you to trust in His 
Son. We are here at Bongo-Bongo out- 
school. Come right away and hear the 
Word of God.” 

The amplifier was dismounted, the lo- 
cal crowd seated in the chapel for serv- 
ices, and we began our regular presen- 
tation of the Word of God. Nearly two 
hours after we had made the announce- 
ment, as the service was about to finish, 
we heard a tremendous disturbance in 
the back of the chapel. It was the pyg- 
mies! 

Down in the fastnesses of the forest, 
after a successful hunt, when the feast 
was all prepared, they said a big voice 
descended on them from the trees. It 
was the voice of God, they thought. It 
had told them to come at once to Bongo- 
Bongo to hear His words—and here they 
were. 

Here indeed they were—thirteen little 
men of the forest, dripping with per- 
spiration, still streaked with blood from 
the animal they had killed. Quickly we 
dismissed the main audience, and for 
another hour, by interpreter, we poured 
out our hearts to these little men for 
whom Christ died, telling them the most 
blessed, precious message man ever hears. 
Nineteen of them came the next morn- 
ing and attended all remaining meetings.

Nearly 15,000 separate meetings in 
clubs, theaters, canteens, and in the open 
air were crowded into the ten-day cam- 
paign, opening with a rally in Royal 
Albert Hall and closing in a great 
Thanksgiving service in St. Paul’s Ca- 
thedral. Some results: 
@ The “Commandos” are better for the 
fight. Said one, “This has torn me to 
pieces, and now I believe God can do 
something with me.” 
@ Observers from other cities and for- 
eign countries (more than fifty of them) 
have gone home inspired to start similar 
campaigns. 
@ The “Brains Trust” meetings were

@ More than 250 factories are asking for 
permanent chaplains as a result of more 
than 1,000 meetings held in industrial 
plants during the campaign. “Factory 
padres” are new to England.

CHAPLAINS IN BUSINESS 

A new field for Christian service is 
opening up with the increasing demands 
for chaplain-counselors in factories and 
other business establishments. 

“Chaplain Counselors for Industry” re- 
port nine openings that need to be filled 
by September 1. Wanted are men of 
deep Christian experience with the tech- 
nical know-how to deal with men and 
personnel problems in industry. In some 
plants chaplains act as personnel super- 
visors, simply bring their Christian con- 
victions to bear upon the problems they 
are called on to solve, and find frequent 
opportunity to lead men to Christ or to 
help correct their spiritual maladjust- 
ments. 

To find and train qualified candidates 
for such positions is the purpose of a 
seminar being held this summer simul- 
taneously with the summer conference 
program at Ben Lippen Conference Cen- 
ter, Asheville, North Carolina. Similar 
seminars have been held previously, and 
there will probably be greater demand 
for them in the future. This specialized 
approach to a great field for evangelism 
is a hopeful sign. 


GERMANY TODAY 

A sample of conditions throughout the 
churches of Germany comes to us in a 
recent eleven-page typewritten report 
from the eighty Methodist churches in 
the regions of Schleswig-Holstein, Ham- 
burg, and Hannover, in the British sector. 

The report is shocking and challeng- 
ing. Typical revelations: 
@ Bombed out members, totaling 40 per 
cent, have lost all their possessions. 
@ Thirty-two churches are destroyed, 
seventeen beyond possibility of repair. 
Nine cities have no place of worship for 
Methodists. 
@ Added to their own burdens are 1,200 
refuge Methodists from the eastern Rus- 
sian sector who must be housed, clothed, 
and fed. 
@ Services were suspended for lack of 
fuel during bitter cold days last winter. 
Prospects for the coming winter are 
worse. 
@ The pastor in Wilhelmshaven reports 
that non-Christians dislike “English 
piety,” and distrust their pretense of 
Christian love when they are letting the 
Germans slowly die of starvation. On 
the other hand, church members realize

land and the United States who have a 
true Christian attitude toward fellow 
Christians in Germany. 

The report, signed by Walter Zeuner, 
district superintendent, reveals several 
encouraging facts: 

@ All twenty-three circuits report great- 
er church attendance, intensified youth 
work, and deepened religious life. From 
Bookholzberg: Pastor Schuppel led a re- 
vival that increased attendance from the 
former two dozen to as high as 250. In 
Flensburg: “Through personal testimo- 
nies, special prayer meetings and evan- 
gelistic gatherings, we try to bring those 
who turned away from God back to the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” From Kassel: “The 
afflictions of the war had but one effect, 
namely, the strengthening of our mem- 
bers in their faith toward God, and in 
the public confession of their faith.” 

@ Churches have organized to help the 
more unfortunate, though they are able 
to give only “a drop in the bucket.” In 
Hamburg they could raise only 40,000 
marks in a year, besides small amounts 
of clothing. 

@ Whole churches are able to report that 
not a single member joined the Nazi party 
during the war. Pastor Laubsch of Leer 
stated: “While being examined as a 
prisoner of war in France by an American 
officer, he said to me, “There was but one 
brave man in Germany, Pastor Niemoel- 
ler!’ These words hurt me deeply, as I 
had knowledge of so many brave men 
and women of my church at home who 
never had grown weak in standing up 
against the Nazi regime.” 

But one bitter fact stands out in sharp 
relief from the report: Most of the 
Methodist churches, desperately under- 
fed and underclothed, have received no 


outside aid whatever. The report implies 


that church politics have diverted assist- 
ance elsewhere. But the chief reason is 
the indifference and ignorance of true 
conditions on the part of Christians in 
countries like the United States.

CHURCH TO THEATER 

Plans are under. way to rent the audi- 
torium of one of Cleveland’s largest 
downtown churches for use as a theater. 
With 2,500 seats, the church would be- 
come one of the larger downtown motion 
picture houses, while continuing to be 
used for worship services each Sunday. 

Final arrangements await the vote of 
the thirty-one local churches of the de- 
nomination, but leaders expect approval 
of the proposal. Their reason is that the 
building has proved expensive to operate. 
It is felt the new plan will “preserve our 
property, strengthen [our] position in the 
heart of the city, and insure the exten- 
sion of [our] work in the whole area 
from which Protestant churches have 


moved.”

H OW MANY SAINTS ARE THERE? 

Zechariah 14:5; I Thessalonians 3:13; 
Jude 14 tell of the coming of the Lord 
with “all his saints.” No definite state- 
ment in any of these passages would lead 
us to guess the number. But we are not 
left entirely in darkness, for under in- 
spiration Jude wrote: “Behold, the Lord 
cometh with ten thousands of his saints” 
(Jude 14). 

The word translated “ten thousands” is 
really “myriads,” meaning an “innumer- 
able host,” and is so translated in He- 
brews 12:22. 

Even in apostolic times, there were 
saints scattered everywhere. Three thou- 
sand saints were born on the day of 
Pentecost alone. How impossible to tell 
the number of saints living today! 


Wa BECOME SAINTS, AND 
HOW? 

The same kind of people today become 
saints as in Paul’s day. And for us this 
is vital. Paul reminded the Ephesian 
saints of three things, in chapter two. 

First, what they were before they be- 
came saints. 

Sinners! In the first five verses, Paul 
described them: “dead in trespasses and 
sins”; “walked according to the course of 
this world”; “by nature the children of 
wrath.” That is the material out of 
which the saints in Ephesus were made. 
They were not a select group, not hand- 
picked. No sinner today is deeper in sin 
than those Ephesians had been before 
they were transformed by the power of 
God. 

Second, how they became saints. 

Twice Paul reminded them that they 
were saved by the grace of God through 
faith; “not by works, lest any man should 
boast.” Each came with all of his sin, 
pleading his need, trusting Christ as 
Saviour, and was transformed by grace 
from sinner to saint. 

The process is the same today. Any 
sinner can become a saint by receiving 
Jesus as Saviour. The church does not, 
cannot, effect the change. The Triune 
God, alone and completely, does it all! 
The sinner is not to come pleading what 
he has done. The sinner’s need is his 
only plea.

BORN OF WATER 

What is meant in John 3:5 by the 
words, “‘Except a man be born of 
water’’?—J.C., Bridgetown, N.S. 

It is important to read the entire clause 
in this question: “Except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit.” The Revised 
Version omits the word “of” in the phrase 
“and of the Spirit,” which could have 
some bearing on one interpretation of 
this passage. 

There are several main interpretations. 
One is that the birth by water is natural 
birth. This view is unconvincing. Of 
course no one can be born again, that is, 
of the Spirit, who has not been physically 
born. The statement would be superfiu- 
ous. There is no precedent whatever to 
alluding to physical birth as being “born 
of water.” Such an allusion to one of 
the conditions attending physical birth 
would appear also to be somewhat gross. 

Another view is that the word “water” 
is used figuratively of the Word of God, 
as it appears to be used in Ephesians 
5:26. One objection brought against this 
view is that in one verse there is a state- 
ment which is figurative (that is, the 
water), and another which is literal (that 
is, the Spirit), although this objection 
may not be serious. It is felt that both 
statements should be either literal or 
figurative. 

A third view takes the statement lit- 
erally to mean both water baptism and 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit in the 
new birth. The key to this interpreta- 
tion may be found in the words of John 
1:26, “I baptize with water,” and John 
1:33, referring to Christ, “the same is he 
which baptizeth with the Holy Ghost.” 

But the real meaning of the words 
must be sought in the occasion of the 
entire discourse, that is, the visit of 
Nicodemus by night. Just as the prose- 
lyte to Israel must confess his new faith 
by baptism with water as one new born, 
and just as the Jews were being required 
by John to openly confess loyalty to the 
kingdom of heaven at hand, in a bap- 
tism, so Nicodemus was to openly profess 
and not under cover of night. 

Of course there is the emphasis that 
one must be born again of the Spirit. 
Even if this literal view is correct, it by 
no means teaches that water baptism is 
essential to entrance into the kingdom 
of heaven. Water baptism is simply 
taken for granted and the new birth by 
the Holy Spirit emphasized. John’s bap- 
tism was a preparation. A man must be 
born not merely of water, as was the 
proselyte into Judaism, but of the Holy 
Spirit. In John 3:6, where the flesh and 
Spirit are contrasted, the word “water” 
is not mentioned. 

A fourth view is that the Greek word 
for “and” may be translated “even,” as 
it is in Matthew 8:27; 25:29; Luke 12:7; 
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Acts 5:39; Romans 5:7; Hebrews 11:19. 
In this case the verse would read: “Ex- 
cept a man be born of water even (of) 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God.” John 17:37, 39 sug- 
gests water as a symbol of the Spirit.

THE LORD’S SUPPER 

Are we supposed to believe we are 
eating the Lord’s actual body and 
drinking His very blood when we par- 
take of the Lord’s Supper?—Mrs. J.S., 
Jr., Cicero, Ill. 

The Roman Catholic and Lutheran 
Churches believe that they eat the Lord’s 
physical body and drink His physical 
blood when they partake of the Lord’s 
Supper. Protestantism, except for the 
Lutheran Church, totally rejects such a 
view. 

The Roman Catholic view is that the 
bread and wine are completely changed 
into the body and blood of Christ so that 
they are no longer bread and wine. This 
is performed by a miracle of divine 
power. It is called transubstantiation. 

The Lutheran view is that while the 

bread and wine remain bread and wine, 
the physical body and blood of Christ 
are also present, although no longer so 
after the partaking. Even those who par- 
take unworthily actually partake of the 
physical body and blood of Christ, al- 
though it is to their condemnation. This 
view is called consubstantiation. 
» John Calvin taught that while Christ 
is really present in a special sense in the 
elements as a means of grace, this pres- 
ence is certainly not physical but spir- 
itual, yet nonetheless real. To him and 
his followers this ordinance was not only 
a sign but a seal. Only a true and living 
faith can thus communicate. To others 
it means nothing. 

Probably the great majority of Prot- 
estants today follow the view of the re- 
former Zwingli, who held that the ele- 
ments are nothing more than a sign and 
a memorial of the suffering and death of 
Christ and an expression of faith in Him. 

With due respect to those who have 
been brought up to believe in the phys- 
ical presence of Christ in the Lord’s Sup- 
per, to us it seems a crude and gross 
conception in the first place. It seems 
totally unnecessary and contrary to the 
whole spirit of the New Testament. “Even 
though we have known Christ after the 
flesh, yet now we know him so no more” 
(II Cor. 5:16, R.V.). This act appears to 
repeat the sacrifice of Christ each time 
it is performed. Christ was once offered 
(Heb. 9:28). Once in the end of the age 
He appeared to put away sin by the sac- 
rifice of Himself (Heb. 9:26). Not that 
He should offer Himself often (Heb. 
9:25). Having offered one sacrifice for 
sins forever, He sat down on the right 
hand of God (Heb. 10:12). 


The view of Christ’s physical presence 
in the elements is based on His words, 
“This is my body” (Matt. 26:26). To us 
it is quite obvious that these words can 
only mean, “This bread represents my 
body.” Certainly this is what the Lord 
Jesus meant in His great discourse on 
Himself as the Bread of Life in John 6. 
To the perplexity of the multitude and 
some who followed Him who insisted on 
thinking literally about eating His flesh 
and drinking His blood (vv. 54-62), He 
answered: “It is the spirit that quick- 
eneth; the flesh profiteth nothing” (v. 
63). 

That the words of Matthew 26:26 are 
a figure seems as obvious as Genesis 41: 
26, 27; Daniel 7:24; Ezekiel 37:11. At 
the very moment Christ was saying of 
the bread, “This is my body,” He was 
there present in His body, so that the 
bread could only represent His body and 
the wine His blood.

DIVORCE AND REMARRIAGE 

If the first part of Matthew 5:32 
permits remarriage to an innocent 
party how can it be reconciled with 
the latter part which reads: ‘‘and 
whosoever shall marry her that is 
divorced committeth adultery’’??— 
J.L.M., Fall Brook, Calif. 

It is from Matthew 19:9 that the 
church in general sanctions re-marriage 
to the innocent party in the case of un- 
faithfulness. In Matthew 5:32 the Lord 
Jesus simply states the case of a divorce 
where there is no ground for it. In that 
case remarriage is committing adultery 
because, without any unfaithfulness, the 
marriage tie had not been broken. His 
words were a renunciation of easy disso- 
lution of a sacred and binding tie which 
should be maintained even in the face 
of difficulties. 

The Lord Jesus was of course striking 
at the evil of divorce in His times, so 
arbitrarily and capriciously.exercised by 
men. Moses had granted it only because 
of the hardness of men’s hearts and thus, 
in one sense, as a measure of protection 
for women. 

The thought of remarriage is not in 
view at all here, but rather the strength- 
ening and purification of that sacred 
relationship so vital and essential to a 
proper state of society. Matthew 5-7 
deals with that. To think of this pas- 
sage in terms of divorce and remarriage 
is to consider it only in a negative aspect 
and one which was not intended.

PRIVATE INTERPRETATION 

What is the meaning of the words 
“of private interpretation”? in 
Peter 1:20: ‘“‘“Knowing this first, that 
no prophecy of the scripture is of any 
private interpretation’? —R.S.K.; 
Stony Creek. 
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The common understanding of the 
words “of private interpretation” is that 
it excludes the fancy of men in inter- 
preting the Scriptures. The “prophetic” 
word suffers exceedingly from the fancies 
of men. Some think it refers to the fact 
that not even the prophets themselves 
always fully understood what they wrote 
(see I Pet. 1:10-12). 

Another view is that these words mean 
“of private origin.” This view may be 
supported by the Greek word, which 
means not only unloose in the sense of 
interpet, but also release in the sense of 
giving out. The meaning then is that 
prophecy (and all of the Scriptures) is 
not of human origin, but of divine origin, 
given out of God. 

This view is further supported by the 
context with its great and precious prom- 
ises and exhortations. The “word of 
prophecy” is “sure” and a “light,” be- 
cause it comes from God and not from 
men. The words “knowing this first” 
(v. 20) are intended to emphasize this in 
order to lend assurance, especially in 
view of the false prophets the apostle 
warns them of (II Pet. 2:1), who would 
utter false prophecies and teachings orig- 
inating in themselves. 

In any case, the Scripture is its own 
best interpreter, illumined by the Holy 
Spirit who inspired it.

LAW AND GRACE 

What is meant by the terms 
‘under the law’’ and ‘‘under grace’’? 
When were we under the law, and 
since when have we been under 
grace?—C.J., Muldrow, Okla. 

To be “under the law’ means to be 
obliged to keep the law; and since God 
by His very nature requires perfect obe- 
dience, it means to keep it perfectly in 
order to be justified before Him. Only 
the nation Israel has ever been under the 
law in that sense, when it voluntarily 
assumed that obligation (Exod. 19:8). 

But since, as the Bible abundantly sets 
forth (Ps. 14:1; Eccles. 7:20; Jer. 17:9; 
Isa. 64:6, 7; Rom. 3:23), it is impossible 
for man to keep the law perfectly, it was 
necessary that someone be found to per- 
fectly fulfill the law for us. For this 
reason Christ became man to represent 
us aS man. He perfectly fulfilled the 
law in His life, and thus was able to be- 
come the atonement for our sins in His 
death as our perfect representative and 
substitute. His perfect righteousness is 
thus imputed to all who trust Him for 
it (II Cor. 5:21; cf. Ps. 32:1, 27). This is 
being under grace. 

But being under grace, as an inestima- 
ble privilege, carries greater responsibility 
for purity of life and obedience to God’s 
will. The believer has within him both 
the new man and the new commandment 
or law. It is the command to love (John 
13:34), which naturally excludes all that 
is evil and wrong. It is the “royal law” 
and the fulfillment of the law (Rom. 10: 
8-11; Gal. 5:13-15). 

But all others also are under law in 
some sense, for all are judged for evil 
(Rom. 2:1-3), and have the moral law 
written in their hearts, their consciences 
bearing witness to it (Rom. 2:15, 16).

Believing in the glories of heaven is of 
little value to you if it does not quicken 
your pulse with anticipation, and 
strengthen you to hold lightly the affairs 
and acquisitions of this world, that you 
might the more firmly grasp those which 
abide? 

Of what possible value is your strong 
stand for the second coming of Christ 
if it does not inspire you to more holy 
living so as to be ready for Him at His 
appearing? 

You say you believe in hell, yet you 
can draw up your chair by a snug fire- 
side with unsaved friends and chat con- 
tentedly about inconsequentials. 


s WHAT WAY ARE YOU BETTER 
than the Pharisees whom Jesus con- 
demned? ‘They too searched the Scrip- 
tures; they too made long prayers; they 
too tithed faithfully; they too observed 
the Sabbath; they too kept themselves 
separate from the world; they too at- 
tended the synagogue and the temple 
with strictest regularity; they too were 
religious and pious; they too could re- 
cite long portions of Scripture—yet Jesus 
called them a “generation of vipers,” and 
judged them harshly as “hypocrites.” 

We unhesitatingly accuse the Phari- 
sees because we think of them, with their 
long robes and whiskers, as belonging to 
an entirely different and remote age, 
separated from us by a great period of 
time. But the spirit of Pharisaism is 
timeless. As long as there are men— 
religious men—who place more emphasis 
on the time, place and manner, the mo- 
tions and systems of worship, than on 
its spirit and truth—whether those men 
have beards or shaven faces, robes or 
trousers—they shall be Pharisees. 

Too long we’ve been reclining languidly 
upon a couch of doctrinal belief to the 
neglect of inner spiritual growth. With 
all our loud boasts of theological sound- 
ness, we have allowed complacency to 
eat at our hearts like a cancer. Although 
we can recite by rote the dispensations 
and the judgments; discern with pin- 
point accuracy the differences between 
the kingdom of God and the kingdom of 
heaven; and argue most convincingly on 
such subjects as fallen angels, eternal 
security, and mode of baptism, we have 
allowed our hearts to grow cold and in- 
different toward God. 

We argue about the reasonableness of 
eternal punishment with a harshness of 
voice that betrays more concern over 
winning the argument than of persuad- 
ing the lost. We speak of the certain 





horrors of hell and the agonies of the 
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damned without tears or choked voices. 

We talk about the power of prayer, 
and do so little praying. We say we be- 
lieve the Bible to be the best of books, 
yet we read it least of any. We have 
the newspaper delivered daily to keep up 
on current events, yet neglect the Bible 
for weeks at a time. 

We send our sons off to war equipped 
every way but spiritually. 

We prate about the love of God being 
shed abroad in our hearts, while we con- 
demn erring brethren and envy success- 
ful ones. We emphasize the evil of 
worldliness, yet practice so little the 
worthy Christian graces of forgiveness, 
love, humility, patience, self-control and 
meekness. 

Too long we’ve shouted, “I’m a funda- 
mentalist,” with a voice that would have 
shaken the walls of Jericho, deceiving 
ourselves into thinking that the louder 
we shout the greater is our testimony; 
and all the while allowing our hearts to 
remain as cold and unresponsive as stone 
to the pleadings of God for personal 
holiness. 

Let’s stop our deafening roars of ortho- 
doxy long enough to hear the world’s 
voices on every hand screaming, “Prac- 
tice what you preach!” 

It’s high time that we, as evangelicals, 
begin to build upon the foundation we’ve 
so proudly laid. We have the assurance 
our doctrines are sound and scriptural. 
Praise God for that! We’ve learned the 
alphabet well. But the alphabet is only 


elementary. Now, let’s learn to use it!

= YEARS AFTER: “Then 
came the day of unleavened bread, when 
the passover must be killed. And he 
sent Peter and John, saying, Go and 
prepare us the passover” (Luke 22:7). 
These came on the program of God in 
eternity and now on earth. These two 
disciples are to have the privilege of 
sharing with the other John in prepar- 
ing His ways. They had careful, detailed 
instructions given them in doing so, for 
they were following a master plan, blue- 
printed in heaven. 

The place had long been chosen, now 
it was revealed. They were to ask for a 
guest chamber, a kataluma, that is, the 
room on the ground floor, open to the 
public where guests were received. The 
Saviour foresaw what they would be 
given, though He did not ask for it. It 
would be a place more suitable and pri- 
vate. 

“He will show you,” He says, “a large 
upper room,” an anogeon, the room up- 
stairs where the family is born and lives 
in privacy, where the doors can be shut 
on the outside world. So the Saviour 
deliberately gives this now unknown 
“goodman of the house” the opportunity 
of giving Him more than He asked. How 
often we give less! 

“So they made ready.” That was the 
human aspect of the supper, as kindly 
hands prepared the place and provided 
the bread and wine for the table. 

Thank God, -there is ever the divine 
counterpart expressed for all time in 
Psalm 23, “Thou preparest a table.” Does 
He not do so still? Is it not His table, 
though sometimes men forget it. Human 
hands may prepare the bread and wine. 
He must bless the bread and grace the 
table with His presence, to make it a 
feast, the Lord’s Supper. He is ever es- 
sential to the supper. 


One OTHER PREPARATION WE 
might notice, a preparation of love. The 
women “the first day of the week... 
came unto the sepulchre, bringing the 
spices which they had prepared,” that 
they might anoint Him (Luke 24:1). No 
least details of His plan had been over- 
looked by God. Whether these women 
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were in that plan and missed their place 
in it, we do not know. For they were too 
late with their love, and “they found not 
the body of Jesus,” for “he is risen.” 

Yet the Father did not, could not, 
allow His Son to be deprived of the last 
tender ministrations we give to our be- 
loved dead. While these women who 
prepared their spices were too late that 
morning, God had prepared another 
woman’s heart for this sad and tender 
attention to the Saviour. For Mary of 
Bethany came “having an alabaster box 
of ointment of spikenard very precious, 
and poured it on his head” (Mark 14:3). 
Wise woman! For she came, as the 
Saviour explained (v. 8), aforehand to 
anoint His body to the burying. 

Is not the situation similar today for 
us? In heaven we shall more perfectly 
know Him, love Him, serve Him. Yet 
here, and here alone, in this His day of 
rejection, it is given to us to sacrifice for 
Him, to suffer for His sake. Have we no 
alabaster box? May we not “aforehand,” 
before He returns, lay at His feet our 
lives, our love, to render Him the daily 
anointing of our devotion? 

That this is the desire and plan of God 
is clear from Philippians 4:18, where 
kindly ministration to the apostle is lifted 
to a higher plane. For He describes 
these simple acts of love to him as “an 
odor of a sweet smell, a sacrifice accept- 
able, well-pleasing to God.” How de- 
lightfully described, how divinely ordered! 
Such privileges are planned by God for 
each of us. 

For God has planned that each of us 
may be meet for the Master’s use, “pre- 
pared unto every good work” (II Tim. 
2:21). Link that statement with Ephe- 
sians 2:10, and God’s master plan for 
each of our lives becomes clearer. For 
we are “his workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works, which God 
hath before ordained that we should 
walk in them.” This is a wonderful state- 
ment of a wonderful truth that all my 
little life has been planned in detail in 
advance by One who knows each of His 
children’s possibilities. 

So, thank God, salvation has been pre- 
pared for sinners, the way of the Son of 
God on earth was prepared from all 
eternity, and the way of the children of 
God has been divinely purposed and pre- 
pared. May we each cry: “As for me, I 
will run in the way of thy command- 
ments” (Ps, 119:32).

DRINKING 
Proverbs 20:1; 23:19-21, 29-35; 
Ecclesiastes 10:17 

Memory Selection: Be not drunk 

with wine, wherein is excess; but be 

jlled with the Spirit.— Ephesians 

§:18 


increase in the drinking habits of 

our nation is a source of concern, not 

only to the forces of morality, but to the 

liquor interests themselves. How strange 

it is to have the purveyors of a com- 
modity urge moderation in its use! 

Undoubtedly the Bible’s answer to this 
whole problem is the only right one. The 
Word of God has many strong things 
to say concerning alcoholic beverages. 
Wise is the man who heeds the injunc- 
tions of Scripture. 

The passages selected for our lesson 
today give us a description of, a warning 
against, and a history of liquor. 

I. Liquor—a Description (Prov. 

What a striking text this is! Think of 
its implications. “Wine is a mocker.” 
It grasps its victim in a vicelike grip, 
and then taunts him in his inability to 
release himself. The drunkard is a vic- 
tim of his own appetite, helpless to resist 
the temptation which ensnares him. 

The young person who takes his first 
drink for sociability is indeed deceived, 
in that alcoholic liquor never reveals 
the possible cost which it exacts from 
the one who takes that first drink. The 
better part of valor is to leave the stuff 
alone. 

The Word of God says further that 
“strong drink is a brawler” (A.S.V.). All 
of us have probably seen how the drunk- 
ard enters into conflict entirely without 
reason. Liquor seems to make a man 
senseless to danger and quick to express 
anger. 

The Preacher says that the man who is 
deceived by wine and strong drink is not 
wise. Experience confirms the conclu- 
sion. 


II. Liquor—a Warning (Prov. 23: 
19-21). 

The admonition of this passage is that 
we should not be found among drunkards 
and gluttonous men. These fleshly habits 
are such as to rob a man of his manhood 
and to make him unfit for company.

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Solomon here tells us of one of the 
results of drunkenness and gluttony— 
poverty. The drowsiness which is the 
result of both of these sins does indeed 
clothe a man with rags. 

If, therefore, we have no higher motive 
than that of self respect, than that of 
having enough of this world’s goods to 
make a presentable appearance, we 
should avoid company with those who 
will lead us into the same excess that 
characterizes them. How important it 
is that we guide our hearts in God’s 
way. 

Let us understand, of course, that there 
are far higher motives for right living 
than that of self-respect, than that of 
we can come to the conclusion to avoid 
drinking on the basis of a lower motive, 
how much more important it is to come 
to the same conclusion on the basis of 
a higher one. As Christians, that higher 
motive concerns our testimony before 
men, our living a life that will cause 
others to want to know Christ; in short, 
our living for the glory of God. 


III. Liquor—a History (Prov. 23: 
29-35; Eccles. 10:17). 

In the first of these Scripture passages 
we have what may be called a history of 
drunkenness. This sin leads to woe, to 
sorrow, to contentions, to wounds with- 
out a cause. All of these results are ap- 
parent if one has had any contact with 
drunkards. 

But that is not the end. Look care- 
fully at Proverbs 23:32 and stress the 
first three words, “At the last.” At the 
last, it does indeed bite like a serpent 
and sting like an adder. 

Such poison is injected into one’s body 
and soul that it seems as though there 
is no remedy. Thank God, there is a 
remedy; there is power in the blood of 
Christ to make the foulest clean. 

In verses 33 to 35 we read some of the 
results of drunkenness: beholding of 
strange things (v. 33), utterance of per- 
verse things (v. 33), insensibility which 
is the result of drinking (v. 35), and 
inability to avoid succumbing to the same 
temptation all over again (v. 35). 

Is it any wonder that the admonition 
is, “Look not thou upon the wine when 
it is red, when it sparkleth in the cup, 
when it goeth down smoothly.” Although 
man still has.a semblance of right think- 
ing, the- temptation is great enough to 
deceive him ‘as to the consequences. 

Wise is the man who recognizes the 
results of drink and therefore avoids it 
at its very outset. Drunkenness has a 
history, put clearly before us in these 
verses. 

In view of such results, is it any wonder 
this same Preacher says in Ecclesiastes 
10:17 that the land is blessed when its 
rulers eat and drink for strength and not 
for drunkenness. 


It still is true that righteousness ex- 
aiteth a nation, but that sin is a reproach 
to any people. And since the princes of 
the land as the leaders will frequently 
personify the people of the land as the 
followers, happy is that nation which 
has godly governors.

PLAIN FACTS ABOUT HONESTY 
Proverbs 3:3; 11:1, 33; 12:17-22; 14:5; 
23:10, 11 
Memory Selection: Prove all things; 
hold fast that which is good. Abstain 
from all appearance of evil_—I Thes- 
salonians 5:21, 22 


HE Bible’s presentation of the subject 

of uprightness of living, or plain, 
downright honesty in everyday contacts, 
is recognized by all who have given any 
attention to what it has to say. 

The high ethical standard demanded 
by the Word of God is another evidence 
of its divine origin. Were men to evolve 
a moral standard of their own, it is quite 
evident that that standard would not be 
very much higher than their own at- 
tainments; in fact, the probability is 
that the standard would be lower than 
the attainment of some. However, the 
Bible allows for no deviation from the 
standard—the glory of God. 

We who by nature are the children 
of wrath have undoubtedly failed when 


we measure our lives against God’s pat- © 


tern. How needful is God’s work of 
providing and effecting salvation! Those 
who have been born of God are then 
confronted with living a life that meets 
the divine standard. 

Let us look at this lesson as God’s 
message to us with regard to this im- 
portant aspect of Christian living. 


I. A Plea for Honesty (Prov. 3:3). 

Both mercy and truth are to char- 
acterize the child of God. This lesson 
emphasizes truth, for honesty involves 
freedom from fraud. In poetic language, 
this grace is to be bound about the neck 
and written upon the tablet of the heart. 
The former expression may well indicate 
the outward manifestation of honesty. 

How good it is when the Christian has 
a reputation for integrity in all his deal- 
ings. However, that outward manifesta- 
tion is possible only if there is inward 
reality. Therefore, we move in order of 
emphasis to the greater truth at the con- 
clusion of the verse. Truth is to be 
written upon the tablet of the heart. 

Here is the plea for heart honesty. 
It is not enough by plausible argument 
or by feigned conduct to appear honest 
before men. It is necessary rather to 
have motives so sincere,‘to have a heart 
so honest, that all we do and say will 
reflect a character that is honorable. 
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It is out of the fullness of the heart 
that man speaketh. As the heart is, 
so is the man. Let us give attention 
therefore to this word from God. 


II. A Factual Presentation of 
Honesty (Prov. 11:1, 3; 12:17-22; 14:5). 


These passages of Scripture bring to 
our attention the consequences of dis- 
honesty as well as the rewards of honesty. 

For example, we know that dishonesty 
is an abomination to God (Prov. 11:1; 
12:22); that perversity of heart has its 
own reward, in that the perpetrator of 
evil is sooner or later ensnared in his own 
sin (Prov. 11:3), that a lying tongue 
may be victorious, but that victory is 
short lived (Prov. 12:19). 

On the other hand, the rewards of 
honesty are also made apparent, for we 
are told that probity of character is God’s 
delight (Prov. 11:1; 12:22); that the very 
integrity of the upright shall be a guide 
to them (Prov. 11:3); that blessings to 
others flow from the tongue of the wise 
(Prov. 12:18); and that the lip of truth 
shall be established forever (Prov. 12:19). 

The contrast between the life of hon- 
esty and that of dishonesty is repeatedly 
drawn in these verses. It is apparent 
that there can be no compromise between 
the two. This factual presentation of 
honesty and its inherent blessings argues 
strongly for that policy in life. 


III. God and the Life of Honesty 
(Prov. 23:10, 11). 


The reference here to the ancient land- 
mark has to do with the removal of such 
evidences as would prove the claim of 
individuals to certain property. We are 
to respect the rights of others. Honesty 
involves more than correctness of speech; 
it implies rightness of life. No subtlety 
of reasoning can lead us to the conclu- 
sion that we may have God’s approval 
if by unfair means we take that which 
belongs to another. 

Particular attention is given to the fact 
that we are to have regard for the fa- 
therless. The Word of God constantly 
gives special attention to the fatherless 
and the widows. It would seem that 
God will particularly mark as amiss any 
unfair advantage taken over these in- 
dividuals. In fact, this text stresses that 
God as their Redeemer will plead their 
cause against anyone taking advantage 
of them. Of course, there can be only 
one result when God opposes, and that 
is disaster to the individual who occa- 
sions His wrath. 

Perhaps it is that very sense of help- 
lessness that makes the fatherless depend 
upon Him. It is certain that until we 
feel our need of God, we shall go on in 
our self-sufficiency without Him. When 
our own lack of strength becomes ap-~- 
parent, then it is we turn to Him, and 
then it is that He is willing to be our 
Redeemer. 

Let us dare to face the implication of 
these texts. Unless we commend our 
God to men by our upright lives, we shall 
have to suffer the consequences of our 
dishonesty in divine displeasure. The 
answer to the whole problem, as far as 
the Christian is concerned, is that if he 
has the fruit of the Spirit (and that 
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Christ-centered quarterlies for Beginners, Primary, Junior, Intermediate, Sen-

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WORK IS GOOD 


Proverbs 6:6-11; 18:9; 24:30-32; 
Ecclesiastes 5:12 
Memory Selection: Whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might.—Ecclesiastes 9:10 


IsE indeed is that legislator who un- 
derstands that there are two ex- 

tremes to be avoided in dealing with the 
problems of the working man. The one 
extreme is that heartless, cruel exploita- 
tion of labor which grinds men to pow- 
der, which deals with individuals as 
chattel. The other extreme is to provide 
such an amount of free time for the in- 
dividual that both his personal life and 
economic prosperity are in danger. 

Work is good. It is well to keep in 
mind that before the fall man was com- 
manded to tend the garden. Perhaps to 
some of us that command is not a com- 
mand to work, because the evidences of 
sin in a cursed creation were not pres- 
ent! However, it is well to note that it 
is the struggle for existence that is in- 
volved in Genesis 3:17-19. 

Life without purpose, life without ac- 
tivity for good, would be vain and ac- 
tually intolerable. 


I. An Illustration of Prudence and 
a Warning Against Indolence (Prov. 
6:6-11; 18:9). 

The illustration from the creature 
world is apt. Ants, as this scripture 
states, have no overseer, and yet they 
are diligent in providing for the time 
of need. Anyone who has observed the 
life of these insects has been impressed 
by their industry. 

It would seem as though they are 
constantly active in caring for present 
and future needs. In Palestine, where 
they may be active throughout the year, 
there is still the need of stored provi- 
sions for the rainy season, and so it is 
true that the ant gathers food in the 
harvest for future need. 

Anyone who is tempted to be indolent 
would be wise to consider the ways of 
the ant, and to manifest as much concern 
for present and future needs. 

The sluggard is described as one asleep, 
as one who is never satisfied, but con- 
stantly wants more slumber. Such fold- 
ing of the hands, such indolence, brings 
poverty, and that poverty comes as a 
robber and as an armed man—relentlessly 
and powerfully. 

Indolence is not mere passivity. The 
man who fails to work is not guilty 
merely of omitting to do what he should 
do, but he is actually a robber of society. 
There is an active element involved in 
indolence; not only has the man failed to 
contribute, but, in addition, the good 
that he might have done has remained 
undone. The sluggard is therefore a 
brother to the destroyer (Prov. 18:9). 


II. An Illustration of Indolence 


and a Lesson in Prudence (Prov. 24: 
30-32). 

It is striking that the Word of God 
presents the ant as the illustration of 
prudence, but when it comes to an illus- 
tration of indolence it directs our atten- 
tion to man. 

The illustration is that of the man who 
is lazy, who is void of understanding. 
The Preacher visits him. Going to his 
field and vineyard, he finds it grown 
over with thorns, covered with vetches, 
and the stone wall broken down. 

Instead of citing the particular lessons 
learned, the Preacher simply observes 
that he looked on, thought deeply, and 
received instruction. Perhaps the best 
antidote to laziness is to see it in its 
inaction. The squalid conditions, the in- 
ability to cope with emergencies that we 
normally see in the life of the man who 
wants only ease are sufficient to warn 
most of us against it. 

Entirely apart from the dignity of la- 
bor, the homely recompense of being 
able to meet our own needs is the com- 
pensation of self-respect that initiative 
and resourcefulness bring. May we have 
a higher goal as we labor than merely 
providing for our own needs, though this 
is certainly important. Beyond it, of 
course, is the ability to help others also 
(cf. Eph. 4:28). 


III. A God-Given Reward for 
Labor (Eccles. 5:12). 

One of the great compensations of 
faithful labor is sleep. This passage 
speaks of the sleep of the laboring man 
as sweet. When as Christians we have 
fulfilled our duty, when we have given 
an honest day’s work, the recompense 
of the Lord is surcease from labor. Here 
is a blessing that wealth cannot buy. 

The great stress of the Word of God 
is similarly on the man in authority do- 
ing that which is right for those who 
labor under him, and on the laborer, 
to be worthy of his hire. Thus does the 
Bible guarantee a cordial and happy re- 
lationship between employer and em- 
ployee. When either party departs from 
biblical standards, chaos results. 

Here is a plan as up-to-date as the 
present hour, as workable as the most 
precise mechanical device ever made. All 
that is necessary is that the Word of 
God be followed. 





September 7 
EARNING AND SPENDING 


Proverbs 11:24-27; 16:8; 
Ecclesiastes 5:10, 11; James 5:1-6 
Memory Selection: Better is a little 
with righteousness than great reve- 
nues without right.—Proverbs 16:8 


S BELIEVERS in Christ we are responsible 
not only for the way we earn our 
living, but for the way we spend what 
we earn. It is important for us to have 
a biblical conception of both. 

Of course we must earn our living hon- 
estly, but if we spend foolishly that which 
we have earned, we shall have dissipated 
much of the effect of our example in 
earning. 

Possessions are a trust from God, and 
we shall have to render an account of our 
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stewardship. Let us remember that we 
shall render an account for all that we 
have, not simply for a portion of it. 

Just because we have given a certain 
percentage of our income to Christian 
causes is no reason to think we shall 
meet with divine approbation with regard 
to our stewardship. If we give a tithe, 
well and good, but what about the other 
nine-tenths? Is God pleased with our 
stewardship there? 


I. The Vanity of Wealth (Eccles. 
5:10, 11). 

In any study of wealth, it seems neces- 
sary to begin with an understanding of 
its limitations. We live in a world in 
which men frequently lay great im- 
portance on possessions, and indeed, 
there are many things which wealth can 
purchase. On the other hand, there are 
some things that money cannct buy. And 
further, we should recognize that our 
possessions are not eternal, that they 
may suddenly fade away. 

The passage here reminds us of the 
fact that wealth for weaith’s sake is 
bound to be a disappointment. The man 
who loves silver shall not be satisfied 
with silver, any more than the man who 
loves pleasure shall be satisfied with 
pleasure. Augustine was right when he 
said that man can be satisfied with no 
less than God Himself. 

Notice how accurately the picture is 
drawn. If we have increased wealth, we 
have increased responsibility (v.11). That 
fact is as unalterable as the most rigid 
law we know. The only advantage is, as 
the Preacher expresses it, the beholding 
of goods with the eye—not a very great 
advantage after all. 

To set one’s heart upon wealth, to have 
as one’s goal the accumulation of pos- 
sessions, will be far from satisfactory. 
Unless our goods can be used for the 
benefit of our fellow men and for the 
glory of God, our very wealth becomes 
a@ curse. . 


II. The Proper Accumulation of 
Wealth (Prov. 16:8). 

If a choice has to be made between 
small income secured righteously and 
great revenues gathered unrighteously, 
there is only one choice to be made. 

It is just as true as when Solomon 
wrote it, that “better is a little, with 
righteousness, than great revenues with 
injustice.” 

This statement needs no argument, 
needs no proof. If we would have the 
honor of men, self-respect, and the bless- 
ing of God, there is no alternative. 


III. The Improper Accumulation 
of Wealth (James 5:1-6). 

The apostle James speaks of a condi- 
tion that will obtain in the last days 
(v. 3). There are many evidences that 
the condition he describes has had al- 
together too many fulfillments in recent 
history. 

James excoriates the rich who have de- 
frauded their employees, in order that 
they might fare sumptuously and live 
riotously. These unscrupulous rich have 
taken advantage because they were not 
resisted (v. 6). Such wealth is corrupted 
and rusted, and that very corruption and 
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rust testify against such exploiters. 

Notice once again that the result of 
their sin will rise to break them. It is 
a serious thing to trifle with sin, to eat 
the bread of iniquity. God has no pa- 
tience with injustice in social relation- 
ships. Sooner or later judgment will 
come. 


IV. The Proper Use of Wealth 
(Prov. 11:24-27). 

Liberality should characterize the child 
of God. It is true that the Bible con- 
demns the attitude of imprudence, yet it 
also condemns the attitude of the miser. 
To withhold more than is meet, also tends 
to want. 

How blessedly true it is that there is a 
recompense to giving. Here we read that 
the one who waters shall himself be wa- 
tered. Our Lord affirmed the same truth 
in Luke 6:38. 

To have it within our power to help, 
and fail to do so, is to bring upon our- 
selves censure and condemnation. There- 
fore, we should seek to perform the good 
(v. 27). 

This passage concludes with the state- 
ment that one who searches after evil 
shall find that evil will come to him. 
The man who sets his heart to do wrong 
will not have to wait long to find the 
occasion to do that which is in his heart. 
Sin comes to him, and it seems it often 
meets him more than half way. 

Many are the injunctions in the New 
Testament regarding the proper use of 
wealth. For example, the Christian has 
a duty toward his own family (I Tim. 
5:8). He is enjoined to be sympathetic 
and generous in his giving to help others 
(II Cor. 8:8-15). Certainly he is to dis- 
pense his goods with the glory of God 
in view (cf. Col. 3:17).

T 1s true that the Christian life gives 

offense on occasion. When a contro- 
versy exists between men and God, the 
Christian has no other course of action 
than to align himself on God’s side. As 
he takes his stand in such cases, he 
should do it in love, but nevertheless with 
firmness. 

The Bible nowhere commends a critical 
spirit or a perverse attitude. It rather 
emphasizes the necessity of firmness in 
the course of right, a firmness that loses 
nothing of its intensity through being 
tempered in the fires of love. The Chris- 
tian beyond all others should give him- 
self to a life manifesting sympathy, 
kindness and charitableness. Thus he 
will open avenues of opportunity, of wit- 
ness, and of service in which the Lord 
may be greatly magnified. 


I. Contributing Factors to the 
Marring of Good Will (Prov. 3:30, 31; 
22:24, 25; 25:18; 26:20, 21). 

Variance and: strife mar good will 


(Prov. 3:30, 31). Notice that this strife 
is unoccasioned. When we strive with 
men to no purpose; when men have not 
harmed us, and with bitterness of spirit 
we turn upon them, we of course forfeit 
every opportunity to influence them for 
good. 

The man of variance similarly should 
be passed by. We are not to emulate 
him; we are not to envy him; we are to 
choose none of his ways. 

A wrathful spirit also mars good will 
(Prov. 22:24, 25). A man of anger is 
not to be followed by the child of God. 
This passage enjoins us to have no 
friendship with such individuals, for 
there is danger that we shall learn their 
ways and their ways will then be a snare 
to our souls. We rob ourselves of ef- 
fectiveness for God as we display a 
wrathful spirit. 

Another way in which we mar good 
will is to be the purveyors of untruth 
(Prov. 25:18). The false witness is char- 
acterized as a large hammer or a sword 
or a sharp arrow, for he wounds his 
neighbor, often grievously. 

The man or the woman who in gossip 
has maliciously wounded another loses 
all opportunity to influence him for God. 
The cultivation of good will involves the 
speaking of truth. 

Another of these commonplace yet 
needed observations concerning attitudes 
which destroy good will is the one 
sounded in Proverbs 26:20, 21. Here we 
are told that the contentious whisperer 
is at fault. This business of whispering 
about another person, sooner or later 
gets back to him. Good will is thus broken 
and our influence is rendered void. Simi- 
larly the contentious man inflames strife, 
breaks friendships, and renders his wit- 
néss negligible. 

Let us with all diligence, with the help 
of God, banish from our hearts and 
minds all of these attitudes which hurt 
and mar. 


II. Contributing Factors to the 
Making of Good Will. 

Three suggestions are made in the 
scriptures selected for our lesson. 

In the first place, the soft answer of 
the controlled spirit will establish good 
will (Prov. 15:1, 18). The soft answer 
does turn away wrath. The man who 
is slow to anger appeases strife. 

Let us not confuse a soft answer with 
an unconvincing one, or with that mealy- 
mouthed procedure that we commonly 
call double talk. Happy is that man who 
knows how to present the truth con- 
vincingly, who can make men, despite 
his opposing standards, understand that 
he has their good at heart. Of course, 
there is one absolute requisite to such a 
testimony, and that is a life wholly lived 
for God. 

Another factor in making good will 
is the act of kindness (Prov. 25:21, 22). 
This passage, you will remember, is 
quoted in Romans 12. Here is the oppor- 
tunity for us, in all matters of personal 
injury, to place our case in the hands of 
God rather than to seek revenge. By 
such acts of kindness, as we trust God, 
we shall be obeying the Lord; and who 
knows but that our enemies may thus be 
turned to Him whom we love. 
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A third contributing factor in making 
good will is that of making peace (Matt. 
5:9). So often this business of attempt- 
ing to make peace is a thankless task, 
but that thanklessness is only from hu- 
man sources. So far as God is concerned, 
He has placed His seal of approval upon 
every child of His who seeks to lead men 
into peace with God and to make peace 
between men. 

God speaks of them as being “called” 
sons Of God. It is one thing to be a 
son of God; it is another thing to be 
acknowledged as a son of God, and it is 
the latter that is involved in this beati- 
tude. 


III. The Source of Good Will 
(James 3:17). 

Certainly to have that good will which 
is a necessary part of our life as a Chris- 
tian, we must know God. We must have 
the wisdom which is from God. That 
wisdom will be characterized by purity, 
peaceableness, gentleness, approachable- 
ness, mercy, and will be without partiality 
and without hypocrisy. This wisdom 
which is from above is guaranteed to 
those who know Him who has been made 
unto us wisdom (I Cor. 1:30).

What Is a Saint?

What is a saint? A saint is a sinner 
saved by grace! The miraculous element 
is always present in the making of a 
saint. God works a miracle every time a 
hell-bound son of Adam becomes a heav- 
en-bound saint. There is no greater 
miracle than a life transformed by God. 

It is not what a person can do that 
makes him a saint, but what has been 
done for him. Saints are not some upper 
class of church members, not the upper 
crust. The hymn correctly states the 
testimony of every saint: 

“Boasting excluded, pride I abase, 
I’m only a sinner saved by grace.” 


Third, their behavior as saints. 

“Created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works” (Eph. 2:10). 

Good works do not make saints, but 
they manifest sainthood. Is the sinner 
saved by grace to live a beautiful, out- 
standingly Christian life in order that at 
some later date he may be elevated to 
the exalted position of saint? There is 
not a hint of it in Scripture. 

But that does not lower the standard 
for saints. God, as revealed in His Word, 
expects us, because we are saints, to live 
on the highest plane of Christian activity. 

The word “saint” occurs more times per 
chapter in Ephesians than in any other 
book in the Bible except Jude. Hence, 
it is well to study the book carefully and 
observe what is pointed out as the “good 
works” required of saints. 

God expects saintly living of every sin- 
ner saved by grace. No longer is the 
saint to walk in the old ways of sin. Read 
carefully Ephesians 4:30-32. What an 
exhortation to holy living is presented 
by the Holy Spirit! 

Finally, saints clad with the armor of 
the Lord and prepared for battle are to 
be “strong in the Lord” (Eph. 6:1-18). 

May God help saints of our day to 
walk in good works for His glory!

board, inked in the cartoon and sent it 
on its way to the engraver. Next day it 
received the greatest welcome of any of 
his drawings, and ever since then insist- 
ent demand from the public has required 
its reprinting at Christmastime. 

Today his readers expect to see gospel 
cartoons in the Daily News at two other 
seasons of the year—every Easter and 
Thanksgiving. And not infrequently, 
perhaps on Lincoln’s birthday or Armi- 
stice Day, his cartoon will point his 
readers to some great spiritual truth. 


re POSITION as Chief 
cartoonist for a large metropolitan news- 
paper may seem an anomaly to many 
Christians. Must he not compromise his 
own personal convictions in picturing the 
editorial policy of his paper? Shoemaker 
admits that on many newspapers the 
editors dictate; a Christian would have 
to sell his soul, and draw whatever he 
was told. But he himself enjoys a privi- 
leged position. No one ever bridles his 
conscience. His superiors respect his 
consistent high character and give him 
almost free rein in his choice of ideas 
and treatment. 

A cartoon must be simple and direct 
to be effective. Shoemaker’s are among 
the best. The grand old man of news 
cartooning, John T. McCutcheon, says of 
his work, “It is a happy, quite unusual 
combination of striking simplicity, ex- 
cellent ideas, an unmistakable evidence 
of deep convictions in his more serious 
subjects, and a delightful humor.” 

Perhaps the finest tribute to Shoe- 
maker’s high stature appears in the fore- 
word to his latest collection of cartoons, 
45 and ’46 A.D., written by a fellow news- 
paperman, Howard Vincent O’Brien. 
“What sets Shoemaker apart from other 
adepts in his field is that he views a 
turbulent and perhaps disintegrating age 
with the calm eyes of religious serenity. 
A sailor by avocation, his eyes never 
leave the stars. ; 

“As a man of faith, Shoemaker has 
brought hope and comfort to millions 
whose faith had wavered under the on- 
slaught of events.” 

One day he will chide the city gov- 
ernment for its inefficiency, the next he 
will plead for help for hungry Europe, 
the next he will tickle your sense of 
humor with a sly portrayal of some very 
human situation. Always his cartoons are 
fair and gentlemanly. They possess a 
statesmanlike quality that reveals the 
true character of the man. 

Shoemaker easily outdistances most 
other cartoonists in public acclaim. The 
last two Encyclopedia Brittanica Books 
of the Year put him in front with five 
and seven reprints, respectively. His fa- 
vorite character, “John Q. Public,” 
mousy, bullied representative of the com- 
mon man, has become almost as impor- 
tant a person to consider in Chicago as 
the mayor. Collections of his best car- 
toons are published every two years and 
sell quickly throughout the Midwest. His 
smashing cartoon won the 1946 National 
Safety Council contest. 


Shoemaker gets his ideas from God. 
He prayed about “The Road Back” when 
he drew it in 1937, asked God for a 
Pulitzer prize so his influence as a Chris- 
tion would be widened, and got it. “I’ve 
seen ten thousand miracles in my life,” 
he will tell you. “That’s about the num- 
ber of cartoons I’ve had published, not to 
mention two or three rough sketches that 
are discarded for every one that is ac- 
cepted.” 

Then he explains how laboriously some 
cartoonists build a cartoon idea from the 
ground up. “I can’t do that,” he says. 
“When I do, the cartoon is always la- 
bored and lacks something. I have to 
ask God for my ideas.” 

Occasionally a critic will interrupt, “Do 
you mean to say God gives you ideas for 
your political cartoons?” 

“Certainly,” Shoemaker will reply. 
“How many people would read the car- 
toons if they were all religious? God 
helps me on all of them. A person be- 
comes acquainted with my work and fol- 
lows it each day, and then along comes 
Thanksgiving or Christmas, and a gospel 
cartoon smacks him between the eyes.” 

If he’s speaking in a church—where . 
you're likely to find him any Tuesday 
night showing a color film taken over 
his shoulder while he draws some of his 
best cartoons—he’ll add, “Or someone 
notices the name ‘Shoemaker’ and gets 
to looking for it. Then he hears I’m go- 
ing to speak in a nearby church. ‘Guess 
I'll just go and see what a cartoonist can 
have to say,’ he says to himself, and he 
comes over and hears the gospel, per- 
haps for the first time, just because God 
let one of His children be a cartoonist 
on a big city newspaper.” 

Success has gone to Shoemaker’s heart 
and has made him even more conscious 
of his responsibility as a Christian. He 
takes every opportunity to show people 
the necessity of letting God run their 
lives. “If we think we're able to run our 
lives,” he explains, “God will step aside — 
and let us do our best. But if we'll admit — 
we haven’t anything of ourselves and 
turn to Him, He’ll work miracles every 
day of our lives.” 

Then Shoemaker will tell the story of 
how Jesus fed the five thousand. “Have 
you ever thought,” he will ask, “what a 
spot the Lord would have been in if there 
had been ten thousand instead of five?” 

When you laugh and mutter, “Why, 
that wouldn’t have made any difference!” 
he'll say, “Of course not, the Lord can 
work a big miracle as easily as a little 
miracle. It isn’t a matter of how tough 
our problem is. If we can only learn the 
great secret of giving to God the little 
we have, we can perform one miracle 
after another. God creates a miracle 
when there is no other person we can 
give the credit to. Learn the secret of 
knowing where your help comes from.” 

Shoemaker has learned well; and with 
a profound conviction that God wants to 
help us in our everyday work, he goes 
right on working miracles in a big city 
newspaper Office, and reaching thousands 
of people each year with the wonderful 
gospel story that he loves so well.

Here's how the "Born-Againers" go at it in New York. 


Other teen-agers might learn a great deal from them. 


NE Saturday morning at Born- 
Againer headquarters I received a 
phone call from Hank: 

“T’ve got to see you immediately. Will 
you be at headquarters this morning?” 

The appointment made, he was sitting 
by my desk within an hour. 

Hank was a young fellow who really 
loved the Lord and was well liked by the 
gang at his high school, as well as a 
favorite among the Christian kids. He 
was desperately in earnest this morning, 
as he frankly admitted his failure to be 
a successful witness for Christ at school. 

He was one of eight born-again Chris- 
tians we knew of in a typical Brooklyn 
high school, with more than five thou- 
sand students. He had seen the results 
of a recent survey which showed that 
only 102 of all these students were affili- 
ated with any Protestant denomination 
and less than four hundred connected 
with any church whatever. 

Hank was burdened by the fact that no 
one could ever enter his school to preach 
the gospel; and that he was rubbing 
shoulders with hundreds of kids who had 
never in their lives heard the gospel of 
Jesus Christ—had never seen the inside 
of a Bible, many who did not even know 
who Jesus Christ was! 

Hank knew the terrific pressure of sit- 
ting day after day under the pagan 
teaching of some of the faculty, and the 
Lord had shown him that he personally 
was responsible for this multitude of 
souls. That’s what brought him to our 
headquarters. 

He looked me squarely in the eye and 
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said, “You know, Brandt, I have hardly 
spoken to a soul about the Lord since 
I’ve been in school. I guess a lot of peo- 
ple think I am witnessing, but I’m not 
really. There is nothing I want to do 
more than to get my mouth open and 
start testifying of my Saviour.” 

More than once Hank had resolved, 
after a stirring appeal for personal evan- 
gelism, that he would enter school the 
next day determined to evangelize the 
entire student body in twenty-four hours! 
But something always happened. As 
soon as he got to his room or began to 
mingle with the gang in the hall, there 
was a vague “anywhereness” about where 
to begin. All this he described to me 
with the plea, “How can I get started?” 

I pulled from my desk half a dozen 
special “Commando” pencils of the finest 
quality, each of which was imprinted 
with the neat seal of the High School 
Commandos for Christ, and in clear let- 
tering the words, “But these are written 
that ye might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God.” 

“Anybody ever borrow pencils in your 
school?” I asked. 

“And how, they do!” 

“Well, here are a few for lending pur- 
poses, only. Have them well sharpened 
and ready for action—and shock some of 
your friends with your generosity the 
next time they need a pencil. Don’t get 
away before they have a chance to read 
the message. It’s a sure-fire method! It 
won’t be long before you'll have to talk, 
and the way is already opened for you to 
witness for the Son of God.” 


In a few minutes more, Hank was 
equipped with a supply of snappy gospel 
blotters, some specially prepared book 
covers, and a holly-red cover for his Bible 
with “The Word of God” imprinted along 
the edge in glistening white letters 
(which he agreed to carry to school with 
him daily on top of other books). Armed 
also with some Gospels of John and a few 
carefully selected tracts, Hank entered 
his mission field with tense anticipation 
Monday morning. 

On Wednesday we received a trium- 
phant telephone call, not only telling of 
many blessed opportunities to witness, but 
asking for more ammunition, as well as a 
well-bound edition of the New Testament 
which a faculty member had requested. 

“Boy, I’ve had some real adventures in 
soul-winning,” he exclaimed. “The equip- 
ment you gave me was just what I’ve been 
waiting for. It seemed simple, but it did 
the-trick. Up to now I’ve been as help- 
less as a commando going into combat 
without his equipment.” 

Of course there’s more to being a High 
School Commando for Christ than just 
passing out gospel material. Hank was 
already living a life that represented His 
Saviour before his classmates. They were 
all ready to listen to and respect his testi- 
mony. 

Now Jean had a different battle. She 
admitted that she didn’t feel comfortable 
about handing a friend a pencil inscribed 
with Scripture, and certainly she’s never 
carry a Bible to school. “You see,” she 
explained, “there are a lot of things all 
the kids in school do—you know, the 
things we call ‘worldly,’ and if I don’t do 
them, they think I’m queer.” 

“You’re sure you’re saved, Jean?” I 
asked. 

“Oh, I’m positive about that!” 

“And you’d like to see more of your 
friends saved, too?” 

“Certainly.” 

“Have you ever thought your life might 
be keeping some of them from the Lord?” 

“Oh, no, I’d never want that to happen.

F AUTHORITY were needed for observing 
| an early morning quiet time, the writ- 
ings and example of men of God in all 
ages would supply it. But the practice 
of our Master Himself, who “rising up a 
great while before day, went out, and 
departed into a solitary place, and there 
prayed,” is sufficient evidence of its su- 
preme importance for us. 

Read the story of His crowded day in 
Mark 1:21-34. Notice how, in spite of 
the great pressure of work, He was up 
long before dawn to seek His Father’s 
face—and then ask yourself whether your 
excuses for omitting a quiet time can 
ever be valid. 


Fellowship with God 


That God desires our fellowship is, per- 
haps, one of the most amazing facts con- 
veyed to us through the Scriptures. 

“The Father seeketh such to worship 
him.” Let this reflection fasten itself 
upon us, and it will inspire us with a 
passionate desire to seek His face morn- 
ing by morning. The usual conception— 
that we read our Bibles and say our 
prayers for our own benefit and satisfac- 
tion—will fade into insignificance. Let 
this simple thought of His desire for our 
fellowship obsess us morning by morning 
and day by day. 

Let us beware lest, if we do not imme- 
diately derive any subjective satisfaction 
or conscious appreciation from this exer- 
cise, we conclude that it is of no avail. 
God is seeking for men and women who 
will worship. Let us then worship, 
whether we derive any conscious benefit 
from it or not. Christ is worthy to be 
praised. 

The one object of our devotions should 
be to eliminate everything that will keep 
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us from believing God utterly. “This is 
the work of God,” said Christ, “that ye 
believe.” “All things are possible to him 
that believeth.” 

In all our Bible reading, therefore, and 
in all our praying during the quiet hour, 
do let us see that before we leave the 
room faith has brought us into this quiet 
resting place—of wonder that God de- 
sires our fellowship, of worship at the 
place called Calvary, and of working 
throughout the day the “work of God,” 
even an affectionate confidence in His 
dear Son. 


The Best Time and Place 


No one can say for another what time 
in every twenty-four hours is the best, 
because our circumstances and duties are 
so infinitely varied. But if the proposed 
benefit is to be ours, we must have a 
time. Some will find early morning most 
convenient, others, late night, and others 
again have time at their disposal during 
the day. But be it when it may, the time 
should be fixed. 

It is a strange and sad thing that we 
organize pretty well everything except 
our religious life. We organize our study, 
our meals, our recreation, our sleep—but 
we leave the needs of our souls to take 
care of themselves as and when they can. 

No one can say, who organizes three 
meals a day for his body, that he cannot 
possibly fix a time daily for Bible medi- 
tation; such an affirmation is but a loud 
advertisement of spiritual indifference. A 
sense of absolute need will soon become 
creative. 

Some are able to give more time, and 
some less, but all, if they are to live, must 
give some time. That time should be 
fixed. It should be as regular a part of 
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the daily program as the morning wash 
or the evening meal. Before you read 
any further do something about deciding 
on a time. ‘ 

The next thing to be said is that there 
should be a quiet place. 

I know that this may present a prob- 
lem. At home there may be a large fam- 
ily, at school you may have a roommate. 
It may be difficult to get away alone, at 
a given hour each day, but at least the 
effort should be made. If entire alone- 
ness is impossible, then the next best 
thing must be done. But a certain value 
drops out of the quiet time when there 
is no “secret” place. 

To derive the fullest benefit from the 
season of meditation you must close the 
doors of your mind to everything else. 


The Right Spirit 

The next requirement is a right atti- 
tude of soul. 

There should be a stillness within. If 
your soul is like a storm-tossed sea, if 
you are beaten about like a bird in a hur- 
ricane, if you rush into the Divine pres- 
ence like a horse into the battle, what 
hope is there of accomplishing anything 
in the short time at your disposal? 

Expectancy is another necessity. He 
who expects nothing will get nothing. It 
is the eager soul that will be made glad. 

We must be unhurried. It is worse than 
useless to waste precious time thinking 
about your next engagement. Be quiet. 
Concentrate. Expect. Don’t hurry. Fif- 
teen minutes ‘of that will be much better 
than an hour of restless reading of the 
Word. 

The next thing that matters is that 
you have an object. If you aim at noth-

My mother sends me the YoutH Sup- 
PLEMENT from Moopy Montuiy and I 
really do enjoy it. We over here are very 
glad to get any kind of Christian litera- 


ture, as it is so scarce. I especially en- 
joy the lessons on chalk talks. 

They are very vital in some of our Bible 
classes for Japanese. Especially so in 
cases where we are forced to use an in- 
terpreter who doesn’t know much about 
the Word of God and does not himself 
believe. I have one such interpreter, and 
about the only thing I can do is use chalk 
talks and teach them songs and the les- 
son in the song. 

I have had the privilege of finding on 
my arrival here five months ago, the GI 
Gospel Hour. Through it we organize 
our work among the Japanese. We have 
Pastor Lang, a German missionary, who 
is in charge of our gospel and medical 
mission, a truly wonderful man. He and 
his wife give us all a Christian home. 
Then we have Roy Hasagawa, a Japa- 
nese, who has been in America for eleven 
_ years and has returned to give the gospel 
to his own people. 

Too, we have as our missionary pro- 
gram the Far Eastern Gospel Crusade. 
You might have heard of it. I am sure 
that we have working with us some of 
the great evangelists in Japan today. 

I am now teaching four classes. I have 
one of between 140 and 150 in a school. 
They are girls about fourteen years of 
age. I wanted to go to school this fall, 
but the army wouldn’t let me; now I see 
God’s great hand. 

I am from Sunnyside, Washington. I 
was saved in a Young Life meeting led 
by Ralph Hetrick, in the same place 
where Jim Carlsen did so much good.

If you're planning to be a missionary, 
take a good look at Japan. The greatest 
opportunity in history is now open to us. 


APAN, ONCE the proud land of the Ris- 
ing Sun, now bowed in submission 
amid poverty and shattered glory, is wit- 
nessing a new sunrise. Doors are opened 
wide to the preaching of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. 

Within the past few weeks restrictions 
have been lifted and now all missionaries, 
except those with children under one 
year in age, are able to sail unhindered.* 

General Douglas MacArthur describes 
Japan today as a great economic and 
spiritual vacuum. “Japan offers Chris- 
tianity the greatest opportunity since the 
birth of Christ,” he has said. “If this 
opportunity is widely used, a revolution 
of the spiritual may be expected, which 
may more favorably alter the course of 
civilization than has any economic or 
political revolution in the history of the 
world.” 

Japan once boasted an undefeated his- 
tory that stretched back many centuries. 
Today she meekly carries out the orders 
of her first conquerors. Besides, she is 
eager to learn from them. How can we 
explain this sudden, complete reversal 
from proud, haughty boasting, to meek 
submission? 

The first explanation lies in the history 
of Japan, which begins with a proud 
fable. Everything animate and inani- 
mate in Japan is supposed to have sprung 
from two gods, Izanami and Izanagi. 
When Izanagi dipped a jeweled spear into 
the deeps of heaven, the drops that fell 
to earth formed the islands of Japan. 
When he washed: his eyes, the water 
which fell from his left eye became the 
Sun Goddess, from whom has descended 
the unbroken line of the imperial family. 

The foundation of Japanese society 
through the centuries has been religious 
belief in this myth about the origin and

deity of the ruling family. Many times, 
when invasion or division threatened, the 
ruling Mikado made increasing demands 
of reverence and submission, thus 
strengthening his power and weakening 
the freedom of his subjects. 

As a result, Japan’s whole life, politi- 
cally, socially, ethically, and spiritually, 
has centered around her divine emperor. 
Her only morality has been what was 
good for the cause of the god-ruler. The 
greatest honor was to die for him. Their 
fanatical faith in the emperor and in 
their destiny to rule the world explains 
their certainty of winning the war, and 
their utter bewilderment at being con- 
quered. j 

Sudden shattering defeat brought Ja- 
pan to her knees. It also brought her 
whole structure of thinking and living 
crashing around her ears, when the em- 
peror denounced his divinity and State 
Shintoism suddenly became meaningless. 
The conquerors moved in to give orders, 
and proud Japanese superiority crum- 
bled. Her gods and her glory were gone! 
What then? 


J APAN HAS AMAZED the whole 
world by her astounding submission. But 
here are some other reasons behind her 
behavior. 

1. For centuries the philosophy of the 
Japanese has been to accept calamity as 
an act of God. Many times they have 
bowed before the inevitability of floods, 
earthquakes, and disaster. 

2. The Japanese have faith in Mac- 
Arthur, and realize that he has saved 
them from national disaster. 

3. They much prefer occupation by the 
United States than by Russia. 

4. The American G.I. has greatly in- 
fluenced these people. They have been 
particularly impressed with his carefree- 
ness, his love for children, and his revo- 
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lutionary attitude of respect and interest 
for women. This is their introduction to 
the meaning of democracy. 

5. The Potsdam declaration gave Japan 
the right to redeem herself and become 
an accepted member of the family of na- 
tions. This is probably the greatest fac- 
tor in understanding Japan today. 

Underneath the agony of their shat- 
tered pride the Japanese are still ardently 
patriotic and ambitious for their beloved 
land. They are reaching out for what- 
ever offers promise of bringing back their 
national strength and influence. 

Is this the explanation of Japan’s 
amazing interest in Christianity? Un- 
doubtedly it is part of the answer. She 
sees Christianity and science as the two 
most important factors that brought vic- 
tory to the Allied forces. Consequently, 
Japan is eager to learn all she can about 
both. 

Since the first entrance of Christianity 
into the Land of the Rising Sun in the 
sixteenth century, it has been periodi- 
cally accepted, then repressed. The un- 
derlying reason has always been political. 
It was first accepted enthusiastically as 
competition for the troublesome Buddist 
monks who were becoming too powerful. 
Then, just as soon as there was suspicion 
that Christianity might make way for 
foreign infiltration, it was banned. 

So it has been through the centuries. 
Christians have gone through bitter per- 
secution, often being all but wiped out. 
Again they have been in a position of 
favor, all depending on how the winds 
of political and international favors blew. 


— SHINTO PRIESTS have 
had to install ping-pong tables to attract 
worshipers to their deserted shrines. The 
emperor has turned to reading the Bible 
in his investigation of Christianity. The 
crown prince has both a Christian tutor 
and instructress. 

When the emperor interviewed the four 
delegates from American denominations 
who visited Japan in 1945, he told them 
of his desire to see Christianity spread 
throughout the land. Christian leaders 
have been asked to give lectures on Chris- 
tianity in the Ise and Buddist shrines. 


People are begging for Bibles and Chris- 
tian literature. They are even willing to 
spend tedious hours over a dictionary 
deciphering English Bibles where none 
can be had in their own language. 

Gospel meetings are crowded. Though 
at least one-third of the churches were 
destroyed by the war, and the cost of 
reconstructing them is prohibitive, the 
people are gathering in the open air, in 
homes, or wherever there is someone who 
will tell them of Christianity. 

Surely, God has used the circumstances 
of war and defeat to open the doors of 
Japan for the gospel! Even before vic- 
tory had come, He ‘had G.I.’s for mission- 
aries, soldiers who had learned the lan- 
guage and knew the needs of the people. 
They were praying earnestly for an op- 
portunity to enter Japan and preach the 
gospel. . 

With the occupation, their opportunity 
came much sooner than they had even 
hoped. Since then, Christian G.I.’s and 
chaplains have given out hundreds of 
thousands of tracts and Gospel portions; 
they have visited hospitals, jails, schools, 
and shrines, as well as Christian congre- 
gations, teaching and preaching. In 
Tokyo they opened the Japan Biblical 
Seminary for training Japanese. The 
Far Eastern Bible Crusade was organized 
to continue and further all that has been 
accomplished by the Christian occupa- 
tional soldiers in Japan. 

Many of the G.I.’s who were on duty 
in Japan are now out of the Army and 
back in the States in Bible schools and 
seminaries, eagerly preparing to return 
as missionaries. Other Christian G.I.’s 
have taken their discharges in Japan, 
so that they can accept civilian jobs and 
go right on with their work for Christ. 


Bee THERE ARE three big dan- 
gers looming on the horizon. The first 
is Modernism. The Church of Christ in 
Japan, which is known as the Kyodon, 
and has 185,000 members representing 
about 60 per cent of American missionary 
efforts in this land, is zealous in its plans 
for Christianity in Japan. But it offers 
the bloodless, lifeless brand of Christian-

They're making it “the smart 
thing" not to drink. Washington, D.C.'s Ana- 
costia High has 400 members out of a student 
body of 1,100. Their slogan: "Next time you 
pass a drinking fountain, help yourself to 
health." 

"We just borrow the booze baron's am- 
munition, turn it back on them," Breg ex- 
plains. "We debunk their whole silly approach 
—and then provide such a lively program of 
non-alcoholic fun that the boys and girls can't 
stay out of it and still be in the swim." 

In Louisville, Ky., the Baptists have 
opened a new “Boy’s Town.” At the cost 
of $70,000, this institution will be run by 
a former juvenile court probation officer, 
Rev. Edward J. Lee, Jr., and no church 
lines will be drawn. The new Boy’s Town 
is located at St. Matthews. 


Margaret Marshall, attending a large state 
university, spoke up in a class against the 
consensus of opinion that all religion is emo- 
tional and ineffective. As a result she had a 
talk with her professor, who asked to interview 
her over the radio during a "Protestant Faith" 
class. 

For thirty minutes she talked and answered 
questions. "They wanted to know if mine was 
a new faith," she reports. "I had a wonderful 
time telling about the life we have in Christ 
and what He means to me."

The object of 
the quiet time should be self-examination 
and self-renewing. The consciousness of 
the soul must be, 
I need Thee, oh, I need Thee. 
Ev’ry hour I need Thee!

The Use of the Bible 

You may elect to meditate for a month 
on some of the great texts of the Bible; 
or you may choose a psalm which you 
will devoutly contemplate without refer- 
ence to the calendar; or you may sélect 
a number of great passages, such as John 
17, I Corinthians 13, Hebrews 11, and work 
carefully through them; or you may pre- 
fer to take a book, such as John’s Gospel, 
or Mark’s, or Ephesians, or I Peter, and 
read it over and over again until like 
rain it saturates your thirsty soul. 

Make your reading and study time 
practical. Your object is not so much to 
gather information as to gain inspiration, 
and so you should discover what is the 
application of what you read to your 
present circumstances and need. Turn 
the truth into terms of life, and use the 
Word to light and feed the fire of de- 
votion. 


The Place of Prayer 

The cost of the daily prayer life is 
great. Christian biography abounds with 
illustrations of the fact that the men who 
have moved the world for God have been 
men of sustained prayer habits. 

We must not model ourselves on the 
life of another—that way lies danger. 
God knows our lives and He will not fail 
to direct as to when we are to meet with 
Him, and for how long. 

We move in a world which has no 
place for the prayer habit in its daily 
program. For other needs provision is 
made, but for prayer, none. In business 
life as well as at school the arrangement 
of the day leaves no room for quiet and 
undisturbed prayer. For this reason, as 
well as for others, many arrive at the 
assurance that they are called to meet 
with God in a time captured from the 
morning hours of sleep. 

Watchful discipline is needed in con- 
nection with the hour of retiring to rest, 
and such discipline is not only irksome 
but unpopular. Early rising is an un- 
comfortable habit which the body resists. 
Other sacrifices must be faced. The en- 
emy will not fail to exaggerate difficulties. 

“The cost in the prayer life is not so 
much in the sweat of agonizing suppli- 
cation, as in the daily fidelity to the life 
of prayer. Nothing in the life of faith 
is so difficult to maintain.”

Know All the Details 


Another how-to-do-it article

F you don’t want to be unnecessarily 
t embarrassed when illustrating Bible 
truth with drawings, be careful to learn 
all the details of the story you are illus- 
trating. 

An inaccurate detail may lead one of 
your listeners to question your knowledge 
of the subject. He might not accept what 
you are teaching if he discovers some 
mistake in your work. The two students’ 
drawings which accompany this brief ar- 
ticle illustrate the point. 

The woman with the water pitcher, in 
figure one, represents Rebekah at the 
well. Suppose one of your observers 
should say, “Why does Rebekah have a 
water pitcher with such a narrow neck 
when she drew water for all the camels 
Abraham sent with his servant? Shouldn’t 
she have a pitcher with a much wider 
neck?” 

To be practical she should. But what 
would your answer be? If you knew all 
the details you would reply, “Rebekah 
could have carried a water pitcher with a 
narrow neck as well as one with a wider 
neck, for when she left home for the well 
she did not know that she would be draw- 
ing water for the camels.” 

The person in figure two is Lazarus, 
whom the Lord Jesus Christ raised from 
the dead. Of course, you are impressed 
with the extremely sunken cheeks. Would 
you say that they are warranted? If you 
knew all the details your answer would 
be an emphatic “No!” Why? When the 
Lord raised Lazarus he had been dead 
only four days, and, therefore, in that 
comparatively brief time, decomposition 
could not have set in to the extent shown 
in the illustration. 

Furthermore, regardless of Lazarus’ 
condition in the grave, he would be whole 
when the Lord raised him. All the Lord 
Jesus needed to say after he stepped out 
of the grave was, “Loose him and let him 
go.”

ity which, though it should spread all 
over Japan, does not have power to 
change the nation. 

The second danger facing Japan is that 
she may as a nation turn to Christianity 
just because she wants to climb into the 
front seat of the conqueror’s bandwagon. 

Communism is the third great menace 
that sits as a vulture waiting to pounce 
upon Japan. It is using every possible 
means of infiltrating anti-occupation 
propaganda into the country, especially 
into the minds of Japanese who are in 
China and Korea. 

Now is our chance to bring Christ to 
Japan. Two years from now it may be 
too late. The only thing that can save 
Japan is the Saviour who has power to 
change her whole life, to correct her 
crippled thinking, to liberate her from 
her sin and bondage.
